The Germans are not 
happy in their titles of 
though Freytag wrote ‘Soll und 
Haben,” and Paui Heyse “Kinder der 
Welt.” These, it is hardly necessary 
to add, are noyels. Indeed, it is to 
the novel or the play that the title 
means most. Tho French are adept 
in thissort of thing. ‘L’Homme qui 
Rit’ is one example of a felicitous 
choice. The titles of some modern 
plays, such as “Le Monde ou lon 
rennuie” and ‘‘Un Verre d'Eau,” are 
other examples. However, we need 
not go so far afield for happy selec 
tions. Our own novelists and dram- 
atists have shown much ingenuity 
in this line. 

Shakespeare of course has been a 
mine of wealth to them, The use of 
quotations and proverbs is a modern 
trick, many of the earlier titles, with 
their long digressions ‘‘Concerning 
This, That and the Other,” being as 
good as the preface, which has also 
been largely discarded. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, to find that Mr. 
Howells has almost invariably gone 
to the great dramatist. ‘The Quality 
of Merey,” *‘A Modern Instance,” 
“The Undiscovered Country’—these 
are a few of them, and all tersely de 
scriptive. Mrs, Oliphant remember- 
ed her Shakespeare when she named 
one charming novel ‘The Primyose 
Path,” and Mr, Hardy must have 
been reading ‘‘As You Like It’ when 
he called his rural painting of the 
Dutch sehool ‘Under the Greenwood 
Tree.” Tennyson, has been 
drawn upon for “Airy, Fairy Lil 
lian,” *‘A Daughter of the Gods” and 
“The Heir of the Ages.” —Providence 
Journal.

It is 
one of a dozen or more walrus hides 
brought to this city five years ago 
by a whaler from the arctic. 

Twelve years ago experiments were 
made on the hide of the walrus, and 
it was conclusively proved that 1t 
could be tanned. Then came the 
question of a market for the leather 
which was seldom less than an inch 
in thickness. Local  silversmiths 
found it an excellent substitute for 
the old style emery wheel, and from 
the first it was a success, used as a 
means of polishing silverware and 
surfacing precious stones. Once a 
use was found for it the price ac 
vanced until 1800 it had reached five 
dollars a pound, Other firms com 
missioned captains of whalers to se 
cure hides for them, and with com 
petition the price of the tanned hides 
yeceded to three dollars a pound, at 
which figure it is now quoted in the 
eastern markets. 

The green hides are enormous and 
cumbersome, weighing from 500 to 
TOO pounds each, The of 
tanning them is the same as that 
used for ordinary leather save that 
the walrus hides are laid away for 
six months out of the twelve, and it 
takes five years to complete the pro 
of curing. The average run of 
the hides in thickness is from three 
to four inches when green, When 
tanned they run from two to three 
inches in thickness,—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

AN AOVERTISING LETTER. 


A Scheme That Often Does a Firm More 
Injury Than It Does Good. 


Speaking of advertising brings to 
mind a very prevalent nuisance 
which is being inflicted just now on 
long suffering New Yorkers. I refer 
to the advertising letter—the circu- 
lar letter which asks you to trade 
with somebody or other. They are 
directed by hand, put in plain envel- 
opes, sealed and stamped with two 
cents’ worth of terra cotta paper. 
The uninitiated can’t tell them from 
a genuine letter until the envelope 
is torn open. Then they are un- 
masked. They are revealed in all 
their uninteresting disappointment. 

These people who send them out 
are sharps. I tell you. They only 
send them to private houses and 
apartments. where women will most 
likely receive them, and they know 
the weakness of womankind for any- 
thing in the nature of a letter, 
Women always just ache to get let- 
ters, and these confounded circulars 
fool them every time. 

If it happens that the victim lives 
in a flat the wife, mother or sister 
will gleefully trip down the four 
flights of stairs when she hears the 
postman’s short, sharp ring on the 
electric bell in the kitchen, She 
knows the ring perfectly, and it is 
to her ears about the most welcome 
sound of the whole day. Then she 
opens the letter box and pulls out 
the circular. It looks interesting. 
There is no advertising imprint on 
the envelope. The handwriting is 
apt to be very amateurish or very 
expert in its lines. The victim stud- 
ies it carefully. She sees that the 
letter is postmarked in New York, 
but that does not count one way or 
another. She is quite likely and 
more liable to get a letter from some 
one in New York than anywhere 
else. She also studies the back care- 
fully, and holds the letter up to the 
light and discovers nothing to give 
her a clew of whom it is from. But 
she does not open it. 

Oh, no! She holds it tight like 
some precious thing, and with a glad 
heart at the anticipation of a pleas- 
ant, gossipy letter from somebody 
she climbs the four flights of stairs 
to her own floor. 

Perhaps there are two of them. 
Then it is all the worse. When she 
gets into the box of a dining room in 
her seven room flat, which also does 
duty as a sewing room, she sits down 
in the rocking chair, draws a long 
breath and opens the letter. 

Then is the time to see a woman 
mad! 

That woman will give the most 
perfect imitation of anger and dis 
gust you can find anywhere, She 
will hurl that advertising letter on 
the floor as though it was a thing de- 
cursed. She knows she has been 
fooled, and she resents it. Then she 
flounces out into the kitchen and 
slams the door. That's a woman’s 
way of swearing. 

I doubt if under any circumstances 
you could induce her to buy goods of 
the firm who sent her that letter, and 
soI don’t believe that this systematic 
letter trickery thatso many firms in- 
dulge in pays them as well as advyer- 
tising in some other manner would. 
Within the last week I have received 
these delusive letters from dry goods 
houses, banks, furniture stores, car- 
pet cleaners, liquor dealers, real es- 
tate agents, confectioners, bakers, 
butchers, cigar manufacturers, tai- 
lors, and eyen churches are getting 
into this pernicious habit. The soap 
people of course are always with you. 
—New York Herald.

The prophecies of Haggal and Zechariah 
should be read in connection with the his 
torical books of Kzra and Nehemiah, for 
these prophets were specially commis 
sioned to encourage the people to rebuild 
the temple and the city, After the foun 
dation of the temple was Inid, as we 
jearned in last lesson, enemies hindered 
the work, and it ceased until the second 
year of Darius, where our present lesson 
beiina (Biz. iv, 24). 

1, “In the second year of Darius the 
king, inthe sixth month, in the first day of 
the month, came the word of the Lord by 
Haggai the prophet’ Hagyai, like every 
true prophet, was simply the Lord's mes 
senger with the Loid’s message (verse 1) 

2. "Thus speaketh (be Lord of Hosts, 
saying, This people say, The time is not 
come—the time that the Lord’s house 
should be built.’’ This phrase “speaketh 
or saith the Lord of Hosts” is found thir 
teen times in this short prophecy and 
“saith the Lord” is found seven times, 
while the name “Lord” in capitals (which 
is always Jehovah) is found altoserber to 
the thirty-eight verses of this prophecy at 
least thirty-four times, So we ere not to 
see Haggai, whose name is westioncudl but 
nine times (and that is an unusual num 
ber for so short a prophecy), bat aly Je 
hovah, and Haggai as His spokesiiin 
Notice that the Lord observes what people 
say, and also what they think (Pxvek Xi, 5 
xxxiii, 80; Jer, xi, 18, 19). 

8. “Then came the Word of the Luid by 
Haggai the prophet, saying,’ The words 
of the people were wrong words; they in 
dicated a lack of sympathy with God in 
His purposes, The House of the Lord now 
being built is the church, which is His 
body (Heb. iii, 6; I Pet. ii, 5; I Cor. iii, 9 
Eph. ii, 19-22), and there is as mach ijndif 
ference to it on the part of the Lord’s peo 
vile as there was to the temple in the days 
of Haggai. The Word of the Lord was 
sent to correct the people and bring them 
into sympathy with God and His purposes 
See Isa, viii, 20, R. V. margin. 

4. “Is it time for you, O ye, to dwell in 
your ceiled houses, and this house lie 
waste?’ They were neglecting the temple 
the house of Jehovah, and attending to 
their own houses, The church is a spirit 
ual building to be gathered out of all na 
tions and presented to Christ as His Bride 
in order that He may return with her to 
establish His Kingdom on earth and fill 
the earth with His glory; but the Lord 
might well say to the various denomina 
tions, which make up the visible church 
“Is it time for you to be so occupied with 
your own little company instead of work 
ing earnestly to complete my body?” ‘Is it 
time for you to be spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars upon church build 
ings instead of sending the Gospel to the 
heathen?” 

5, ‘‘Now therefore, thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, Consider your ways.” Because 
of the neglected condition of His house He 
would have them stop and consider. He 
would have them look at things from His 
standpoint—-like Jeremiah when he said, 
‘Ts it nothing to you all ye that pass by? 
Behold and see if there be any sorrow like 
unto my sorrow which is done unto me, 
wherewith the Lord hath afflicted me in 
the day of His fierce anger’ (Lam. i, 12) 
When we think of Jesus waiting and long 
ing for the completion of His church, that 
He may come again for the conversion of 
His people Israel and of the world,-«may 
we not hear Him saying, ‘Is it nothing to 
you?” “Consider your ways,’ und see that 
as the heavens are higher than the earth 
soare my ways than your ways (Isa. lv, 9) 

6. “Ye have sown much, and bring in 
little; ye eat, but ye have not enough.’ 
Count the sevenfold disappointment in 
this and the ninth verse, and compare Isa 
lv, 2, ‘Wherefore do ye spend money for 
that which is not bread and your labor for 
that which satisfieth uot?” Men labor in 
vain and spend their strength for naughi 
(Isa. xlix, 4) when they are out of harmony 
with God; but when God is working in us 
though it may sometimes seem that our 
labor is in vain, it is never really so. His 
word may not accomplish what we please, 
but it will accomplish what He pleases 
(Isa, lv, 11), and our work is not in vain in 
the Lord (I Cor. xv, 58). Wages in a bay 
with holes make us think of the treasures 
on earth which the Saviour contrasted 
with the treasure in heaven (Luke xii, 38) 

7. “Thus saith the Lord of Hosts, Con 
sider your ways.’’ The Holy Spirit never 
repeats needlessly, The fifth verse was in 
connection with the desolation and neglect 
of the Lord’s house, but this is in connec 
tion with their own desolation or fruitless 
toil. In this and the next verse, with 
verses 4 and 5 of the next chapter, there is 
an interesting sevenfold command (Con 
sider, Go up. Bring wood. Build the 
house. Be strong. Work. Fearnot) each 
part of which we may well take to our 
selves in reference to our part in complet 
ing the church, There will be nothing but 
failure in our lives as long as we neglect 
the Lord’s work, and even though one 
should amass the wealth of Babylon, in 
one hour it shall come to naught (Rev 
xviii, 17). 

8. “Go up to the mountain, and bring 
wood, and build the house, and I will take 
pleasure in it, and | will be glorified, saith 
the Lord.” We have nothing to do with 
difficulties, either real or apparent, It is 
ours to obey; results are with God, His 
pleasure and His glory are everything 
Even Christ pleased not Himself, and one 
of His last joyful testimonies was, “I have 
glorified thee ou the earth” (Rom, xv, 8 
John xvii, 4). Let us take as our daily 
mottoes, ‘For Thy Pleasure,” “lor Jesus’ 
Sake,” “Glorify God”’ (Rey, iv, 11; [1 Cor 
iv, 11; I Cor. vi, 20), and live to build the 
house, 

9, “Why? saith the Lord of Hosts. Be 
tause of mine house that is waste, and ye 
run every man into his own house.” If we 
seek first the kingdom of 
righteousness we have the promise that all 
tlse will be added (Muth, vi, 83); whereas 
If we seek first our own interests there is 
the probability that whatever we may ac 
tumulate, God will blow it away or sud 
denly take us away from ii 

This seems a strange place to close the 
lesson. I trust teachers will go on to con 
tider the threefold assurance of i, 13, ii, 4 
6,8, concerning T’s presence, His Spirit 
and His wealth, Note also the thrice "Be 
strong” of chapter ji, 4, and compare Josh 
i, 6-0; If Chron, xxxii, 7, 8; xv, 7 but be 
warned by Il Chrou, xxvi, 15, 17, Fail not 
to note the great shaking of chapter ii, 6 
7, and compure Heb, xii, o-t57 
Ere that great shaking comes Murch 
will be gathered in out of the storm, aud 
the elect remnant of Israel will also be 
safely hidden (Ps, 1, 1-0; Isa, xxvi, 1-21; 
Luke xxi, 86; Rey. ili, 10), Then will all 
thrones against Christ be destroyed and 
He shall reign forever,

still wearily persisting in the useless 
cruelty of the spur, while the latter, 
painfully dragging one foot behind 
the other, droops his head miserably 
on the hard jerked rein, is not one 
to inspire pleasurably the readers of 
romance.—London Spectator.

The Ownership of Fishing Streams, 

The owner of a North Carolina 
mountain farm, through which flows | 
fa streain, stocked the waters at con. | 
siderable expense with a species of 
trout not indigenous to the region. 
The fish did well, and though the | 
| stream was duly posted the pro 
prietor’s neighbors helped them. | 
selves and defied his prohibitions 
The trespass laws proving ineffec 
tual, the common law was invoked, 
the trout catchers charged with lar 
| ceny, convicted and punished. 

The common law gives the owner | 
of land and water the exclusive | 
right to take the game or fish found | 
thereon, It is this exclusive right to | 
take them that constitutes his so | 
called “property” in them, Further, | 
the common law principle is that | 
whenever any one else, without per 
mission, invades this right, and eap- | 
tures the fish or game the fish or | 
game ko g00N as it is reduced to pos 
session becomes the property of the 
landowner, and taking away the fish | 
or game constitutes larceny. | 

Common law is one thing; com 
mon custom quite another. As a 
rule, in this country, game and fish 
are looked upon as belonging to the 
person who takes them—not to him 
on whose land or in whose waters 
they are taken, except in those in 
| stances Where an individual or asso 
ciation protects game and fish for | 
the purpose of sport. It is probable 
| that in the future, as game preserves | 
| shall multiply, and as private enter 
| prise, like that of the North Carolina | 
case we have cited, shall introduce 
hew species, and thus acquire an | 
equitable claim to a certain owner 
| Ship in them, we shall hear more of | 
this phase of the common law.—For- | 
est and Stream. 


A Glass and Wire Compound, 

The manufacture of a new com 
pound of glass and wire, which is 
found to possess a remarkable resist 
ing power in sudden changes of tem 
|) perature, bids fair to become an ina 
} portant industry, according to the 
} accounts Which haye appeared in the 
| Dresden (Germany) papers. The proc- | 
ess of production consists of furnish 
ing glass, While in a hot plastic condi 
tion, with a flexible metallic layer, 
like wire netting, the metal becoming | 
completely imbedded in the glass, and | 
in this way being effectively protect 
edfromrust. Asa proof of the tough 
ness of such a compound, it is stated | 
that the glass may be sprinkled with 
cold water while it is in a highly 
heated state without the surface be 
ing materially damaged, and the | 
article is therefore considered to be 
particularly adapted for skylights, 
the powerful resisting qualities of 
| the substance rendering the use of 
the ordinary wire protectors  un- 
necessary. It has also been success- 
fully employed for hollow glassware, 
and in especial is suitable for mak- 
ing glass vessels which have to stand | 
a high pressure or are subject to 
hard usage, and as the glass cannot | 
be broken without causing unusual 
}noise, and is not readily cut with a | 
diamond, it is claimed that the ma 
terial is in a measure burglar proof,

The Auditor had told him that $2500 
would cover the bills, and an order had 
been prepared for that amount. Since then 
he tad learned that the amount was 
$4,211.12, and $5,000 would be require: 
besides 81000 for City Hall. 

The Mayor was vexed when he got this 
information, and he showed it when he made 
the exposure to the Board of Aldermen. 

He said that something had got to be 
done; thatan obligation had been put on 
the city and the bills must be paid. He 
also said that sub contractors had yot tired 
of waiting for their money, and had 
threatened to put on liens. 

His Honor expressed himself forcibly re-

A QUAINT SCENE IN GOTHAM. 


Friday Afternoon Marketing In the Heart 
of the Jewish Quarter, 


Between Grand street and East 
Broadway Norfolk street is one of 
the most picturesque thoroughfares 
of the city. It is in the heart of the 
Jewish quarter, and is a great 
marketing place. Every night the 
stores, the street stands and the ped- 
diers’ wagons do a lively business, 
and on Friday afternoon, just before 
the first stars in the sky proclaim 
the arrival of the Sabbath, the scene 
has some of the aspects of Saturday 
in the big markets of the town. 
The basement stores are really noth- 
ing more than cellars, having been 
originally used as such, and only re- 
cently remodeled for their present 
purposes. 

Nearly all are occupied by bakers, 
and the proprietors can be seen hus- 
tling around attending to their cus- 
tomers with their sleeves rolled up 
above their elbows and their persons 
and clothes covered with flour. 
There are also bread stands upon the 
street. Nearly all of the bread used 
in this quarter is made of rye flour, 
and the crust is baked very hard and 
brown. The loaves, which are round 
or oblong, shade from light yellow 
to a very dark brown, and they look 
clean and appetizing. 

The street is filled with children. 
from toddling infants to boys and 
girls twelve and thirteen years old. 
Very few boys above the age of 
thirteen can be seen at play, because 
after a Jewish boy arrives at the age 
of thirteen he is supposed to have 
taken on inan’s estate, and with it 
the caresand dignity of aman. Most 
of the peddlers’ carts contain vege- 
tables, which usually look question- 
able. These and the meats and fish 
cause occasional raids on the part of 
the board of health. 

Other interesting features of Nor- 
folk street are the tobacco stores and 
stands. Cigars are not as prominent 
ii’ the display as in ordinary places, 
but the long cut Turkish and Russian 
tobacco for cigarette and pipe use 
appear to be most popular. The 
cigarette habit seems to haye taken 
hold of the population of this quar- 
ter to a remarkable degree, as the 
stained fingers of most of the men 
and youths attest. 

The cigar stands, however, labor 
under a disadvantage on Fridays, 
because smoking is one of the things 
forbidden on the Sabbath, and the 
patrons therefore buy few smoking 
materials on Friday. As soon ar 
evening comes the vegetable carts 
disappear and so do the street stands, 
while most of the shops are locked 
up. With the approach of darkness 
the children also disappear, and the 
street becomes very quiet.—New 
York Sun. 


A Mushroom Which Intoxicates, 

Theinhabitants of the northeastern 
part of Asia use a mushroom to pro- 
mote intoxication, It is known as 
the fly blown mushroom, and is also 
very abundant in Scotland. ‘The 
fungus is gathered in the hottest part 
of the year, and is then hung up by 
astring in the airtodry. Some are 
dry before gathered, and these are 
stated to be far more narcotic than 
those artificially preserved, Usually 
the fungus is rolled up like a bolus 
and taken without chewing, for if 
masticated it is said to disorder the 
stomach. One large or two small 
fungi produce what is looked upon 
as a pleasant state of intoxication for 
one day. The effect is the same as 
that produced on taking a quantity 
of spirits or wine, except it is delayed 
from one to two hours after the bo- 
lus has been swallowed. 

At first it produces very cheerful 
emotions of the mind; it renders some 
persons exceedingly active, and is a 
stimulant to muscular exertion ; thus, 
if a person affected by it wishes to 
step over a straw orasmall stick it 
impels him to take a jump sufficient 
to clear a low hedge or the trunk of 
a tree; it keeps those fond of music 
perpetually singing, and under its in- 
fluence atalkative person can neither 
keep secrets or silence, hence it is a 
source of danger to ladies and poli- 
ticians.—Horticultural Times. 


How Positive People Walk. 

Obstinate people, who in an argu- 
ment rely more on muscularity thay 
on intellectial power, rest the feet 
fiat and firm on the ground, walk 
heavily and slowly, and stand with 
the legs firmly planted and far apart. 
Turned in toes are often found with 
preoccupied, absentminded persons. 
The toes pointed and dragged on the 
ground with slow, measured step 
give a pompous appearance, 

Perplexity occasions irregular steps 
and abrupt movements. The prudent 
walk is measured and regular, en- 
tirely free from hurry, agitation or 
precipitation. The miser's walk is 
represented as stooping, noiseless, 
with short, nervous, anxious steps,—-

FUUTHY GARMENTS. | A STRANGE EXPERIENCE 


LESSON IV, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JAN. 22. 


Text of the Lesson, Zech, iil, 1-10—Mem- 
ory Verses, 7, 8—Golden Text, Heb. iv, 


14— Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 


Stearns, 


By comparing verses 14 and 15 with verse 1 
ef Hag. i it will be seen thatin about three 
weeks after his first message the work was 
resumed, Then he had other messages for 
them in the seventh and ninth months of 
the same year (Hag, ii, 1, 10, 20), The first 
message came to Zechariah in the eighth 
month of the same year (Zech. i, 1), and on 
the night of the twenty-fourth day of the 
eleventh month he receives a series of seven 
or eight visions which are recorded in chap- 
ters i, 7, to vi, 15, Our lesson is the fourth 
of these visions, the first three teaching 
that the hosts of heaven act on behalf of 
God's people; that forevery destroyer there 
isa repairer, and that God, having chosen 
Jerusalem, will surely perform all his 
pleasure concerning her. 

1, “And he showed me Joshua, the high 
nriest, standing before the angel of the 
bord, and satan standing at his right hand 
to resist him.’’ A prophet represents God 
to the people, while a priest represents the 
people before God, This high priest rep- 
resents the nation of Israel as appearing 
before God for a blessing, and the great ad- 
versary is there also to prevent this bless- 
ing if he possibly can, I suppose that no 
individual or nation ever came to God 
without knowing something of the resist- 
ance of the adversary. 

2. “And the Lord said unto satan: The 
Lord rebuke thee, O satan; even the Lord 
that hath chosen Jerusalem rebuke thee, 
Is not thisa brand plucked out of the fire?” 
See chapter ii, 12; Ps. exxxii, 13. God had 
chosen Israel and Jerusalem, and that set 
tled it. Ananias thought that Saul of Tar- 
sus was too desperately wicked to expect 
anything good from, but God's “Go thy 
way, for he is a chosen vessel unto me,” 
settled all that (Acts ix, 15), God knows 
His instruments before He chooses them, 
and js prepared to cleanse and qualify for 
His service at any cost. 

8. “Now Joshua was clothed with filthy 
garments and stood before the angel.” 
Here is the groundof satan’s resistance. 
Israel could not deny her filthy garments; 
no more can we. We must cry out with 
Isaiah, ‘Woe is me, for lam a man of un- 
clean lips” (Isa. vi, 5), and with Job, “TI ab- 
hor myself” (Job xlii, 6), for “all our right- 
eousnesses (our very best things) are as 
filthy rags’’ (Isa. Ixiv, 6). Every mouth 
must be stopped and all the world plead 
*enilty’” before God (Rom. iii, 19). 

4, Take away the filthy garments from 
him. And unto him He said, Behold, I 
have caused thine iniquity to pass from 
thee, and I will clothe thee with change of 
raiment.” Thus He will yet remove the 
iniquity of that land and of that people in 
one day (verse 9), and they shall be all 
righteons (Isa. 1x, 21). Thus He now for- 
gives sins and gays to every true peni 
who confesses all and hideg nothing, * 
daughter, thy sinsare forgiven thee(Math. 
ix, 2,22). All our efforts at goodness are 
like Adam and Eve's fig leaf aprons com- 
pared with the garments of light which 
they lost. But the Lord God provides gar- 
ments of salvation, and we have only to 
drop our fig leaf aprons, cast aside all our 
own righteousness and gladly accept God’s 
provision, and then sing [sa. 1xj, 10. 

5. “So they set a fair miter npgn his 
head and clothed him with garments, and 
the angel of the Lord stood by."”’ he miter 
was the linen headdress worn by the priest, 
the most conspicuous part of which was 
the golden plate or crown, upon which was 
inscribed, ‘Holiness Unto the Lord” (Ex. 
xxviii, 86-88). In the daye of Israel’s res- 
toration and salvation Jesus, thelr king, 
will be “A Priest Upon His Throne” (chap- 
ter vi, 13), a priest king after the order of 
Melchizedec, The church will reign with 
Him as priests and kings, for such are we 
even now by faith in Him (Rev. v, 9, 10; 
i, 6). 

6,7. ‘And the angel of the Lord protested 
unto Joshua, saying, Thus saith the Lord 
of Hosts, If thou wilt walk jn my ways, 
and if thou wilt keep my charge.’”’ Salva- 
tion from beginning to end is of the Lord. 
He alone is the author and the finisher, 
and we are the recipients, But being 
plucked from the burning and cleansed 
and separated ».nto God, Israel is to walk 
with Him and show forth His power and 
glory. So with the believer. He is saved 
not simply to escape the wrath of God and 
reach heaven at death, but to abide here 
in a mortal body amid conflict and trial 
as long as it please the Lord, showing forth 
the life of Jesus in His mortal flesh (II 
Wor, iv; 10,11). This is to the natural man 
impossible; but what Christ has done ina 
mortal body He can surely do again, and 
one of the Christian’s mottoes is, ‘Not I, 
but Christ, who liveth in me” (Gal. ii, 20), 

8. “Hear, pow, O Joshua, the high 
priest, Behold I will bring forth my serv- 
ant, The Branch.’’ While the words of the 
Book have to do with the time when the 
words were spoken, there is always a look- 
ing forward tothe graud consummation 
when Jesus shall come in power and glory 
for the complete overthvow of all enemies 
and the permanent establishment of His 
kingdom on the earth, In connection with 
His name, The Branch, I hope you willlook 
up chapters vi, 12; Isa, iv, 2; Jer, xxiii, 5; 
xxxiii, 15. Here He is the servant fully 
seen jn Mark's Gospel; in Jer, xxiii, 5, He 
is the King of Matthew's Gospel; in Zech. 
vi, 12, He is the Man of Luke’g Gospel, 
while in Isa. iv, 2, He is the beauty and 
glory of John’s Gospel. Heis alpha and 
omega, the altogether lovely one, in whom 
dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead 
bodily. 

9. “For behold the stone that I have 
laid before Joshua; upon one stone shall 
be seven eyes.’’ He is the stone of Israel, 
despised by the builder's and rejected, and 
yet to be head cornerstone. He is the stone 
cut out withonp bands who shall break in 
pieces all kingdoms and jill fhe earth 
with bis glory (Gen. xlix, 24; Bs, oxyiii, 
22; Isa. vili, 14; xxvili, 16; 1 Pet. fl, 6-8; 
Math, xxi, 42; Dan. fi, 44, 45). The seven 
eyes suggest omniscience, as the seven 
horns and eyes of Rey. v, 6, suggest both 
omnipotenze pnd omnisclence. The en- 
graving suggests the righteousness of the 
law graven by God npon tables of stone, 
and which was fulfilled jy Him and shall 
bein Israel when their iniquity shajl be 
taken away, 

10, “In that day, saith the Lord of Hosts, 
shall ye call every man his neighbor under 
the yine and under the fig tree,” In I Kings

and more caricatures of shoes. 

M. Hourtoul is a Maitre Jacques

“Genius must eat. Some day I will 


You | 
would know where 1 learned my | 
art? Why, in the fair country of | 


Auvergne, where my father and my | 
family for many generations have 
been shoemakers.

“But now such things happen rare 
ly. Now and then an order for one 
pair of wooden shoes for completing 
some fancy costume—that is all.

“You see the pastry cooks and 
bakers, the waiters and glassmakers 
would rather wear the sabots; they 
last longer.”

The Woburn Journal 


AN ACCIDENT, 


{Translated from the French for the 
Woburn Journan by A. W. B.] 

One evening last winter, struggling 
against the raging wind with his open 
umbrella, Abbe ‘Taber toiled up the 
street on his way to his parish. Almost 
sure that his trouble was vain he 
regretted the cozy fire he had just left 
iv his room aud the book lying open 


on his table. But it was Saturday 
evening, a time when the elderly 
widows who earned their slender in- 
come in the boarding houses of the 


squalid neighborhood sometimes came 
for absolution for the next day’s com- 
munion. So the worthy priest could 
not excuse himself from entering the 
enclosure where those devotees for 
whom the confessional is a sort of 
religious strong-box make their weekly 
deposit of venial sins. 

Abbe ‘Taber was the more disinclined 
to forth this particular 
Saturday was a pay day and usually at 
such times the streets of the quarter 
were alive with people, and people who 
were not too well disposed toward his 
cloth. No matter how saintly a man 
may be, it is hardly agreeable to be 
forced to lower his eyes und to close 
his ears to the insulting words flying 
afier him.

Standing before the bar was always a 
crowd of roughs who greeted the poor 
Abbe us he sped along with derisive 
shouts. 

That evening, however, 
weather had thinned the 
Abbe ‘Taber reached his chureh with- 
out molestation.

In order to get a 
license to sell ram under the 4th class 
a person has got to keep in good faith 
a restaurant—something that never has 
been done here. ‘The Mayor means 
business and so do the Aldermen. 

If the Mayor and Aldermen stand 
right up to it, a8 no doubt they will, 
for that’s the kind of stuff they are 
made of, it looks as though the Com- 
mitte of 100 would be out of a job this 
summer. ‘The City Government are 
going to see to it that the laws are 
obeyed and they feel entirely competent 
for the task. 

The attitude assumed last Friday 
night on the rum question by the Mayor 
and Aldermen inspires the hope that 
better and cleaner things are in store 
for our city. It is heartily approved 
by the best classes of our citizens. 
The Mayor and Aldermen will be sus- 
tuined in the stand they have taken. 
They are on the right track. They not 
only know what is right but are cour- 
ageous enough to stand up in their 
boots and maintain it. 

All honor to Mayor Richardson, 
Aldermen Davis, Fox, Pushee, Ellis,

Bishop Brooks’s fame as a pulpit 
orator was not confined to America— 
he was nearly as well known, and held 
in fully as high esteem, in London as 
in Boston and New York, aud occupied 
a rank second to none in the world for 
eloquence and piety. He was a greut 
min in every way. 

Overwork, which carries off so many 
from all walks of life in these days, was 
the probable cause of the death in his 
prime of Bishop Brooks.

ALDERMEN, 


At a regular meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen held last Friday evening much 
life and animation prevailed. The Mayor 
threw a bomb into the camp of the alleged | 
victualers in this city whieh shook the | 
“trade” from center to circumference. The 
Mayor was handsomely backed up by the 
Aldermen, who avowed themselves ready 
and willing to aid and assistin every honoer- 
able attempt to bring violators of the laws 
to justice, Chief MelIntosh was an in 
portant factor in the meeting. 

As soon asthe Board got to work Mayor 
Richardson called attention to the faet that 
the licensed liquor dealers in the city were 
not living up to the vietualers’ licenses 
He liad instructed the City Marshal to visit 
the places of business conducted by the 
liquor dealers, to ascertain if they had lived | 
op to the requirements of their licenses 
The Marshal had investigated, and the 
result was that, outof the whole number of | 
dealers, but two had any bona fide food to 
offer travellers as the law provides, 

The Mavor then asked the Board how the | 
matter should be decided. In his opinion, | 
the saloon keepers had been playing loose 
with the law, One man putin a cook stove 
the day before the Board made its rounds, 
and after the Mayor and Aldermen had de- 
parted the stove was taken out. 

The Mayor said there was no demand for 

victualers The large namber is ab- 
surd. Itisa furce, and the rumsellers are 
laughing atthe joke. te considered it the 
duty of the Aldermen to thoroughly con- 
sider the matter. 

Alderman Davis asked if the word of the 
City Marshal was the only evidence at 
hand. 

Mayor Richardson replied that the Mar- |

Alderman Davis requested that the 
Messenger be sent for the Marshal, that he 
might report before the Board. The Alder- 
man said he believed that the licensed 
liquor sellers should live up to their licenses 
If there were violations of the law, he was 
ready at any time to revoke any or all 
licenses, The vote of the people must be 
respected, The public demands that the 
saloon men keep within the requirements 
of the statutes.

The Public Library. 


Librarian Cutter has issued a valuable 
report thi« year. From it we calla few 
prominent statements. 

The circulation for the year 1892 was 
62,926 volumes. Number of books in the 
Library, 31,036; pamphlets, 6,487. 

From the Librarian's interesting history 
of the Public Library we gather the follow- 
ing facts: 

In 1857 the town chose a Committee and 
and appropriated $200 for the purchase of 
books. A Library was opened in a room in 
the town hall Aug. 20, 1856. During the 
first month 975 volumes were taken out. 

In 1866 the Library was removed to 
Wade's block and 525 volumes were added, 
In 1871 money was first received from the 
Dog License Fund, and in 1875 the legacy 
of $2,500 and 83,000 from the brothers 
Jonathan B. and Timothy Winn, became 
available. The present Library was opened 
May 1, 1879. In 1885 the Library was in- 
corporated by a special act. 

In 1886 the Town Committee, acting as 
Trustees of the Winn fund, made the 
following report: Receipts, $227,107; ex- 
penditures, $155,870; deducting pictures 
and premiums, $21,173; total balance re- 
maining, $50,063. 

Below is a list of Librarians and their 
terma of service: Lewis L Whitney, 1856- 
1860; Llewellyn VP. Davis, 1860-1861; 
Richard V. Wiswell. 1861-1862; Ellen M. 
Dow, 1862-1869; Clara B. Woodbury, 
1869-1871; Elizabeth H. Woodbury, 1871- 
1878; George H. Champney, 1879-1882; 
William R. Cutter, 1882-1892 

In 1870 there were 578 persons entitled 
to receive booka from the Library; in 1890 
there were 6,495. The expenditure of the | 
Library for 1892 amounted to $6 573.02.

He was one of the Andre 
court martial, served with Washing 
tonin Yorktown, and arranged the 
details for the evacuation of New 
York city with Guy Carleton. Dur 
ing the first half century of the re 
public’s existence New York fre 
quently furnished the war depart- 
ment with its chief, but since 1845 
there has been but one New York 
secretary of war, General Schofield, 
who served only for a short time. 
He was, when appointed, a resident 
of the Virginia military district, 
though a native of New York. Dur 
ing his first term Mr. Cleveland had 
a Massachusetts secretary of war, 
the first to hold that place since the 
close of Madison’s term.—Exchange.

TWO ANOINTED ONES, 


LESSON V, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JAN. 29. 


Text of the Lesson, Zech, tv, 1-10-—Mem- 
ory Verses, 5-7—Golden Text, Zech, tv, 
6— Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns, 


1. “And the angel that talked with me 
fame again and waked me, asa man that 
is wakened out of his sleep.” The mortal 
body can stand but little of joy or sorrow 
without refreshing sleep. Even on the 
mount of transfiguration and in the gar- 
den of Gethsemane, the most joyful and 
the most sorrowful events of Scripture, we 
see holy men asleep. As to an angel's 
touch see I Kings xix, 5, 7; Acts xii, 7 
Dan. x, 10, and remember that they minis- 
ter unto you if you are an heir of salvation 
(Heb, i, 14), A spiritual sleep or inability 
to grasp or even become interested very 
much in the things of God is greatly to be 
deplored, but is very common even among 
Christians, Cares and riches and pleasures 
of this life choke the word (Luke viii, 14). 
Following men instead of THE MAN, or de- 
pending upon ordinances instead of upon 
Him, tend to spiritual sleep (I Cor, ili, 1; 
xi, 80), But see Rom. xiii, 11; Eph. v, 14, 
and let us ask God by His Spirit toawaken 
us at any cost, 

2. ‘And said unto me, What seest thou? 
And Lsaid, I have looked, and, behold, a 
candlestick all of gold.” The prophet 
would think of the golden candlestick of 
the tabernacle and those of the temple. 
They gave light in the holy place and were 
daily trimmed and replenished with oil. 
Israel had been chosen and brought out of 
Egypt to be a light for God among the na- 
tions, Their sinand captivity had obscured 
the light, which was God, in their midst, 
The prophet is now being taught that God 
will yet make Israel a light notwithstand- 
ing her present desolate condition, Not 
only shall she be cleansed and clothed as 
in the previous vision, but it shall be said 
to her, ‘Arise, shine, for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen upon 
thee.” “The Lord shall be unto thee an 
everlasting light, and thy God thy glory” 
(Isa, 1x, 1, 19, 20). 

8, “And two olive trees by it, one upon 
the right side of the bow] and the other 
upon the left side thereof.’ By reading 
verse 12 with verses 2 and 8 it would seem 
that the prophet saw a lampstand bearing 
bearing seven lamps; a great central bowl 
having either one or seven pipes leading to 
each lamp; then on either side an olive 
tree, with a golden pipe from each tree to 
the central bowl—in other words, a self 
supplying lampstand apart from any help 
of man, 

4. ‘So I answered and spake tothe angel 
that talked with me, saying, What are 
these, my Lord?’ This question is repeat- 
ed in verses 11 and 12 and answered in 
verse 14, and as those verses are not in- 
cluded in the lesson this is the place to 
consider them, As without the oil there 
could be no light and without the trees no 
oil, we see the importance of this question 
and answer. Whatthen is meant by the 
two anointed ones? The only classes of 
people anointed in Scripture are priests 
and kings (a prophet once). Jesus is the 
great Priest-King. He was typified in 
these offices by Aaron and Moses, but at 
the time of the lesson by Joshua of the 
previous chapter and Zerubbabel of this 
chapter. If you would bea light in this 
world for Him, you must know Him not 
only as your priest, having put away your 
sins and living to make intercession for 
you, but also as your personal king or lord 
or proprietor, you being ready to do what- 
ever He may appoint. 

5. “Then the sngel that talked with me 
answered and said unto me, Knowest 
thou not what these be? And [ said, No, 
my Lord.” See also verse 13, Confession of 
ignorance, combined with willingness to be 
taught, is a good sttitude of soul, and 
where this is found God will send a teacher 
—an angel if need be—to show us that 
which is noted in the Scripture of Truth 
(Dan. x, 21). See thy story of Cornelius 
and Peter and the angel in Acts x, 

6. “This is the word of the Lord unto 
Zerubbabel, saying, Not by might nor by 
power, but by My Spirit, saith the Lord of 
Hosts.” Not the wisdom nor the might of 
man but only the Spirit of God can accom 
plish any work for God, We are not to 
glory in wisdom or riches or might, but 
only in the Lord (Jer. ix, 28,24). Jesus 
said, “Without Me ye can do nothing” 
(John xy, 5), And even the men who had 
been nearest to Him bad to wait for the 
descent of the Spirit, that they might be 
endned with power for service (Luke xxiv, 
49; Acts i, 8). 

7. “Who art thou, O great mountain? 

sefore Zerubbabel thou shalt become a 
plain.” A mountain may represent any 
great difficulty andis sometimes used to 
represent a kingdom (Jer, li, 24, 25). The 
kingdom of satan shall yet be thrown 
down. All the kingdoms of this world 
shall yet become the kingdoms of our Lord 
and of His Christ (Rev. xi, 15), The true 
Zerubbabel (disperser of confusion) shall 
yet be manifest in Jesus of Nazareth as 
head of thechurch, Messiah of Israel, King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords, and from be- 
ginning to end the work shall be seen to 
be all of grace. 

8. ‘Moreover, the Word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying,’ wh.le all else may pass 
away the Word of our God shall stand 
forever, and he that doeth the will of 
God abideth forever (Isa, x1, 8; I John ii, 
17), ‘‘Forever, O Lord, thy word is settled 
in heaven" (Ps, exix, 89). 

9, “The bands of Zerubbabel have laid 
the foundation of this house; his hands 
shall also finish it.’ This was literally 
true of that building. See Ez. vi, 14. It 
shall be true of Jesus and all thatthe Fa- 
ther has given Him todo, He finished the 
work of atonement (John xvii, 4). He will 
finish the building of His body, the church; 
He will put away the iniquity of Israel 
and bring in everlasting righteousness for 
her, and He will fill the whole earth with 
His glory. He will subdue all things unto 
Himself and give back to the Father a 
perfect earth without sin or stain (Eph. 
j, 22, 28; Dan. ix, 24; Isa, xi, 9; I Cor, xv, 
v8). For your own personal comfort eat 
II Tim, i, 12; Phil. i, 6, 

10, “For who hath despised the day of 
small things?’ It is not the seen but 
the unseen that moves the believer, who, 
like Moses, endures as seeing Him who 
is invisible (Heb. xi, 27; II Cor, iv, 17, 18). 
He, by the grace of God, is able to say 
with Asa, ‘Lord, it is nothing with Thee 
to help, whether with many or with them 
that have no power” (II Chron, xiv, 11), and 
with Jonatl an, ‘There is no restraint tothe 
Lord to save by many or by few" (I Sam, 
xiv, 6). The Lord chooses the weak things 
of the world, and things which are not, to 
bring to naught things which are, for He 
will have no flesh to glory in His presence 
(U1 Cor, i, 27, 25). 

‘Then see the comfort in the last clause of 
this verse of our lesson and put with it I 
Chron, xvi, 9, and take it home to yourself, 
and be strong in the Lord and in the power 
of His might (Eph, vi, 10), Be strong and 
work, for fie Lord is with you (Hag. ii, 4)-

Disappearance of Wild Plants, 

The report of the committee of the | 
British association on the disappear: | 
ance of wild plants from their native 
habitats mentioned fifty of the less 
common wild plants of the west ef 
Scotland which had been greatly re- 
duced in number in recent years from 
natural and other causes. The natu- 
ral causes were due to agriculture, | 
drainage, industry and the growth of | 
towns and villages, and seemed to be 
outside of the scope of protective 
measures. In many cases disappear 
ance is attributable to the removal 
of specimens by collectors for the 
formation of herbariums, and of 
plants with showy flowers and ferns 
for sale. 

Herbariums are essential to the 
study of botany, but the committee 
thought their multiplication might 
be made unnecessary by the forma- 
tion of local collections for reference, 
Collections for sale might be pre | 
vented by the intervention of propri 
etors. But it is difficult to suggest 
any course of prohibitive measures. 
In the discussion the too specific | 
designation of places where choice 
plants can be found was deprecated 
as muking access to them too easy to 
unscrupulous searchers, — Popular 
Science Monthly.

Electrical Manufacture of Ozone. 

A machine has been made for em 
ployment in hospitals and private 
sickrooms or for the disinfection of 
large public halls or buildings, which 
renders the production of ozone a 
simple and comparatively inexpen- 
sive operation. The ozonizing of at 
mospheric air by this machine is ac- 
complished by employing a small 
notor, driving a blower, which forces 
the air through the apparatus, the 
current for operating the motor be 
ing taken from any available electric 
plant. The air is first passed through 
a drying tube to eliminate any possi- 
ble moisture, and is then conveyed 
to the cluster of tubes forming the 
ozone generator. 

Each tube consists of two concen- 
tric thin glass tubes, the inner one 
being nearly filled with water, into 
which one electrode dips. A silent 
discharge of electricity, derived from 
the current driving the motor and 
passed through a specially wound 
transformer, takes place through the 
Space intervening between the thin 
walls of the glass tubes, and ozonizes 
the air flowing through to the outlet 
of the apparatus, where it is distrib- 
uted or stored, as required.—New 
York Telegram. 


A Bequest to Edinburgh Infirmary, 

The late Dr. W. F. Cumming, of 
Edinburgh, bequeathed $3,000 to the 
infirmary in that city on condition 
that the annual income derived from 
it be applied to the purchase of snuff 
and tobacco for poor patients ‘twho 
may have been addicted to the use 
of tobacco in any shape, and are 
known to be in distress for want of 
it.”

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BLAINE IS DEAD, 


Ex-Seeretary of State of the United 
Stutes, James G. Blaine, died at his 
home in Washington, D. C., at 11 
o'clock last Friday morning. His family 
were at his bedside when he breathed 
his last. He had been io failing health 
fur more than a year, and for several 
months his decease at almost any mo- 
ment would not have been a surprise. 
Kidney and lung troubles were the dis- 
orders that finally ended his days. 

James G. Blaine was born in Penn- 
sylvania in 1830 ; graduated from Jeffer- 
son College in that State, and in 1856 
wentto Augusta, Maine, and took edi- 
toral charge of the Kennebec Journal, 
then as now one of the leading papers in 
New England. Two years subsequently 
he abandoned journalism for politics, 
since which period his life has been public 
property and his brilliant career is 
familiar to all. 

He left a name behind him that will 
be remembered longer than any other 
American except Washington, Lincoln 
und Grant. He was not only the great- 
est statesman of his day and generation, 
but America never produced a greater. 
His fume was well earved and it will 
endure long after other National charac- 
ters are forgotteu. He distinguished 
himself in every public post occupied 
by him. He was a brilliant orator, a 
graceful and correct writer. 

Blaine was a»good man. His character 
wus noble. His life Wasa pure one. 
Political enemies worked hard to make 
the world believe it was not so, but 
without suecess. He was just as honest 
and conscientious in his polities as in 
his business affairs and social relations. 
He believed in doing right always and 
everywhere, and the pursuit of worthy 
objects in the right way characterized 
his whole life. ‘The same political 
enemies who were loudest in trying to 
blacken the character of Blaine when 
in the zenith of his fame are now 
warmest in their praise of him. 

Defeated ambition—for Blaine was 
amwhitious—hard work, and domestic 
bereavements, of which he seemed to 
have had more than his share, at last 
undermined a naturally strong consti- 
tution and brought him to the grave in 
‘the very prime of his years. 


HAWAII IN THE MARKET. 

Iu a bloodless revolution in Hawaii, 
Sandwich Islands, a fortnight ago, the 
Queen was forced to give up the throne 
and a Provisional Government wus 
established in place of the Monarchy. 
As soon as this was accomplished 
representatives of the new order 
things were sent off to Washington to 
induce Uncle Sain to allow Hawaii to 
become annexed to the United States, 
and these Commissioners are now in 
Washington doing what they can for 
the success of their errand. 

All sorts of opinions prevail at the 
National Capital as to what this govern- 
ment ought to do in the premises, but 
great unanimity exists on ove point, 
and that is, that all other nations must 
keep their hands off from the Sand- 
wich Islands. Even should the United 
States decline to uccept the proposition 
of the Hawaiians for annexation they 
will, all the same, see to it that nobody 
else gets the Islands, especially England, 
who has an eye on them, and was the 
only one of the Foreign Powers present 
who did not consent to the protection 
of the Hawaiian Provincial Govern- 
ment by United States troops at the 
time of the revolution. 

We hope the Government at Wash- 
ington will consent to take Hawaii as 
an annex to the Union for to do so 
would be directly in line with what 
ought to be our policy ; but at any rate 
other nations must not be allowed to 
take it under any circumstances what- 
ever.

For All Goou Citizens to Heed. 

We have before us the annual re 
port of Mr. Lovegrove, surveyor to 
the board of works for the Hackney 
district. Among the special points 
touched on in the report we find a 
comment on the disfigurement of 
tle streets by loose paper, a nuisance 
which in many districts of London 
requires checking with a_ strong 
hand. Mr, Lovegrove says: ‘‘The 
sources of supply are loose paper 
from hoardings; tradesmens’ circu 
lars received by passersby only to 
be thrown in the road, and often 
scattered by handfuls from a cart 
dviving rapidly along the streets, 
also thrown away by tradesmen and 
street hawkers.” Men are employed 
at the cost of the ratepayers, in 
clearing away much of this, but 
shortly after clearance the strect is 
as full of paper again. It is ob 
served at the dust cart shoot that 
often one-third of the load consists 
of paper. In some districts the dust 
men are ordered not to take paper, 
this coming under the head of arti 
cles which ought to be burned in 
the house. Some stringent legisla 
tion on this subject seems necessary, 
though it must be admitted there 
might be difficulty in applying it.-

LESSON Vi, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 5.

Stearns, 


14. “And the elders of the Jews builded, 
and they prospered through the prophesy 
ing of Haggai the prophet and Zechariah, 
the son of Iddo.”’) Our last lesson in this 
book was in the third chapter, where we 
read of the laying of the foundation of the 
Lord’s house and of the joy of the people. 
Then follows an account of how the adver 
saries hindered the work and caused it to 
cense (iv, 4, 5, 24), In chapter v, 1, we are 
introduced tothe two prophets named in 
this first verse of our lesson, and in the 
rest of chapter v and the next chapter 
down to this verse we are told of the sue- 
cess of the work, Observe the secret of 
their success in chapter v, 5, “The eye of 
their God was upon the elders of the Jews,” 
Compare this with the encouraging words 
of Hag, ii, 4,5: ‘Be strong, be strong, be 
strong and work, for Law with you, saith 
the Lord of Hosts. My Spirit remaineth 
among you. Fear ye not.” 

15, ‘And this house was finished.” The 
God of Israel had commanded it and had 
moved upon the hearts of these kings to 
assist His people in the work, (Previous 
verse, last clause.) “He doeth according 
to His will in the army of heaven and 
among the inhabitants of the earth, and 
none can stay His hand, or say unto Him, 
What doest Thou” (Dan, iv, 85)? Any sery 
ant of such a Master has no occasion ever 
to fear or be discouraged, for the work is 
His, and He cannot fail (Isa, xlii, 4; 
Math, xvi, 18). Our place of rest is to re 
member that ‘we are laborers together 
with God” (I Cor, ili, 9), but Heis the em 
ployer. 

16. “And the children of Israel, the 
priests and the Levites, and the rest of the 
children of the captivity, kept the dedica 
tlon of this house of God with joy.” The 
temple finished meant the presence of God 
in their midst, and consequently peace and 
prosperity and victory over all enemies 
“Let them make Me a sanctuary, that 1 
may dwell among them” (Ex, xxv, 8), were 
God's words to Moses when he was com 
mianded to build the tabernacle, “I have 
hallowed this house which thou hast built 
to put My name there forever, and Mine 
eyes and Mine heart shall be there per 
petually’ (1 Kings ix, 8), were God's words 
to Solomon at the dedication of the temple, 
and had Israel only walked with God in 
humility and obedience she would have con- 
tinued head among all nations, because of 
the presence of the Lord, until this day 
The building of this temple of Zerubbabel 
indicates another opportunity to have itso, 
and they are full of joy. 

17. ‘‘And for a sin offering for all Israel, 
twelve he goats, according to the number 
of the tribes of Israel.’’ Bullocks, rams 
and lambs were the burnt offering, which 
also included an accompanying meat offer- 
ing, but the goat was the sin offering. See 
the full statement repeated at least eight 
times in Num, xxix, The sin offering, 
typifying Christ bearing our sins in His 
own body on the tree, was to be offered 
first, for before we can worship God or do 
anything pleasing in His sight we must ob 
tain the forgiveness of sins through the 
merits of His one great sacrifice (Ley. xvii, 
11; Heb, ix, 11, 12; Acts, xiii, 88, 80). The 
burnt offering also typifies the same great 
sacrifice of Christ, but rather that aspect 
of it in which we see Him as an offering 
and sacrifice to God for a sweet smelling 
savor (Eph. v, 2). The meat offering is sug- 
gestive of His holy and spotless life. Being 
forgiven by His blood, we are to present 
our bodies a living sacrifice, that Ile may 
live His life in us. On the phrase “All 
Israel’ see If Chron, xxx, 1; Rom. xi, 26: 
Ezek. xxxvii, 22. 

18. “And they set the priests in their di 
visions and the Levites in their courses for 
the service of God which is at Jerusalem, 
us it is written in the hook of Moses.”’ The 
Levites were a gift for the Lord todo the 
service for the tabernacle and temple. 
They were chosen to stand before Him, to 
serve Him, to minister unto Him and offer 
sacrifice (Num. xviii, 6; IL Chron. xxix, 
11). ‘he priests’ lips should keep knowl- 
edge, und the people should seek the law 
at his mouth, for he is the messenger of 
the Lord of Hosts (Mal. ii, 7). 

19, “And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth day 
of the first month.”’ “By faith Moses kept 
the passover and the sprinkling of blood, 
lest H+ that destroyed the firstborn should 
touch them” (Heb. xi, 28). These “sons of 
the transportation” (verse 16, margin) did 
well to remember the deliverance from 
Egypt, but there is now drawing nigh a 
deliverance from Russia and from all na 
tions that shall far outdo the deliverance 
at the institution of the passover (Jer. 
xxiii, 5-8). Then shall we understand the 
words of the Lord Jesus in reference to His 
last passover, “I will not any more eat 
thereof until it be fulfilled in the kingdom 
of God (Luke xxii, 16), 

20, “For the priests and the Levites were 
purified together, all of them were pure.” 
There was a ceremonial purification ieces 
sary to the keeping of the passover, und in 
the days of Hezekiah we read that they 
kept it on the second instead of the first 
month because the priests were not sufli 
ciently sanctified (IJ Chron. xxx, 2, 8; com- 
pare Num, ix, 10,11), If we would enjoy 
Christ, our Passover, who has been sacri 
ficed for We lust cleanse ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God (1 
Cor, v, 7; IL Cor, vii, 1). 

21. “All such as had separated them 
selves unto them from the filthiness of the 
heathen of the land to seek the Lord God 
of Israel did eat.” It would seem that 
many of those who had been living in the 
land when they saw the temple builded 
and the worship of the true God estab 
lished joined tuemselves to Israel, So 
shall it be inthe days that are coming, 
when men of all languages shall say tothe 
Jews, We will go with you, for God is with 
you (Zech, viii, 23), Bo is it now, when 
Christ is seen in us and not self, people 
will be drawn away from the follies and 
filthiness of this present evil world to the 
realities of a life of faith in the Son of God, 
and God will be glorified in us (Gal, i, 24) 

22, ‘And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy, for the Lord 
had made them joyful and turned the 
heart of the king of Assyria unto them,” 
When He giveth quietness, who then can 
make troulie (Job xxxiv, 20)% If God be 
for us, Who can against us (Rom, viii, 
81)? The king’s heart is in the hands of 
the Lord, as the rivers of water; Heturneth 
it whithersoever He will (Proy, xxi, 1). 
If, us His people, we are only willing and 
obedient, He will make us eat the good of 
the land and drink of the viver of His 
pleasures (Isa. i, 10; Ps, xxxvi, 8), It is

How Nature Grows a Tree, 

Nature invariably does two things | 
when she tries to grow a tree—she 
protects the bark from hottest sun 
shine and the roots from severe | 
changes of temperature. Both these | 
points are almost invariably over 
looked by man, Observe a maple or } 
elm or birch as it shoots from the 
ground, Its sides are clothed all the 
way with small twigs, unless re 
moyed by knife or browsing. Any 
tree, starting in an open lot, is thus 
protected from the sun. Otherwise 
the extreme heat will rupture cells, 
and the bark will dry and split. As | 
far as possible there must be equal 
development of cells on all sides of 
the tree. But care of the roots is 
even more important. 

The feeding of a tree is at unean«l | 
depths, but most of it is near the sur | 
face. If the sun be allowed to strike | 
directly on the soil, the finer rootlets 
that do the foraging are destroyed, 
and extreme droughts will affect the 
roots fora foot in depth. What is 
worse, the extreme changes of tem 
perature also affect the tree and suck 
its life away.

Public Buildings. 

Mr. Ferrin, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, has made his first annual report. 
It is comprehensive, thorough, and contains 
just the information that ought to be given 
to the tux-payers. [tis rather a sorry look- 
ing document for these same tax-payers, 
but for this Supt. Ferrin is not responsible. 
Phere has evidently been gross mismanage- 
ment by somebody in respect to our school- 
houses, and if the present city administra- 
tion spend money to remedy the evils the 
charge of extravagance will be thrown io 
their faces when the next campaign sets in. 
The report shows a bad state of things, but 


the present administration must try and 
remedy it. 
Supt. Ferrin says: The public buildings 


have been sadly neglected for some years, 
und some of them will require quite a sum 
of money to patthem in) proper condition. 
* * * The heating system of the two new 
schoolhouses, Highland and Wyman, does 
not give satisfaction, as on cold days it is 
impossible to heat them, and the 
water freezes in the tanks. ‘Two to four 
tons of coal per week are burned. It is 
important, he says, that something should 
be done in regard to the heating and venti- 
lating of these buildings. He says that the 
Cummings school, with eight rooms, is 
lieated for about 43 tons of coal, while the 
new Highland school, with but four rooms, 
uses about 60 tons, and the Wyman school, 
with only four rooms, consumes from 70 to 
5U tons. 

In this connection it might be said that 
people in Woburn have known for some 
time that the heating and ventilating ap- 


paratus in the two new schoolhouses had | 
been proved to be failures. These new 
systems, together with that put in the Union 
street school two years ago, have put the 
cily lo a great expense. * * * * The 
public buildings are in need of extensive 
repairs, painting, ete., and this includes the 
schools, police and fire stations, poor- 
house, highway, buildings, ete.

LESSON Vil, FIRST QUARTER, INTER-

Text of the Lesson, Neh. 1, 1-11 Mem- 
ory Verses, 8, 0—-Golden Text, I's. xxx, 
10—Commentary by the Rev. D. M.

1, “The words of Nehemiah, the son of 
Hachaliah.’ Nehemiah (comforted of 
Jehovah) was one of the Jewish captives 
selected by Artaxerxes, the Persian mon 
arch, to fill the office of cupbearer, He ar- 
rived at Jerusalem about thirteen years 
after Ezra was governor of Judea, remain 
ing about twelve years, and then returning 
to Artaxerxes, from whom he received a 
new commission, He went again to Jerusa- 
lem and ruled there for another twenty 
two years, B.C, 445-425. He was oneof the 
greatest men of the Hebrew nation, re 
nowned for his zeal, patriotism, courage, 


' humanity and earnest devotedness to God 


and to His service (‘Searching the Serip 
tures,’ by Dr, Anderson), One of the most 
interesting things in the book is the edict 
to rebuild the city (chapter ii, 5,8), from 
which begins Daniel's seventy weeks,

Annual Report of the Woburn Home 
for Aged Women for the Year 
Ending 18938. 


Another year of our existence as an 
incorporated institution has just closed, 
and, us we have met from time to time 
during the year, the chief aim of the 
Board has been to arrange the affairs 
of the Home in such a way as to 
procure the most comfort and happi- 
ness, to those for whom such an insti- 


tution was intended, with the means 
that are at our disposal. While we 
have much to be thankful for in the 


hearty co-operation and vid extended 
tous by many of our citizens whose 
sympathies are never tiring, we have 
still telt that there are some in the 
community who have lost interest, or 
fail to see the necessity of such an 


organizution, or perhaps think the 
several donations have placed the Home 


on a self-supporting basis and have 
withdrawn their sympathies and moral 
support often times are more valuable 
than gilts. 

Surely there is no person but that 
would recognize the need of such an 
institution when ubout us 
every day those whose time and energy 


One sees 


is spent in supplying the needs of! 
others. We cannot fail to see that 
such benevolence does not hold in

While we can boast of a Home 
pleasantly situated, well established and 
well managed, yet the expenses have 
been, us will be seen by the Treasurer's 
report, very heavy, far exceeding the 
income.

The Boston papers are far from being 
in aceord on the question of the condi- 
tion of the Woburn Almshouse as re- 
spectsits safety from fire.

This is a matter that won’t bear 
trifling with. Nothing short of abso- 
lute protection to the unfortunate in- 
mates of the Almshouse will satisfy the 
people. There must be no second edi- 
tion of the horrible Dover tragedy here 
in Woburn. If there is the least 
doubt about the condition of the build- 
ings the subject must be agitated until 
ail defects are remedied. Paupers have 
rights and humanity demands that they 
shall be protected.

We confess our inability to under- 
stand the whys and wherefores of some 
of the acts and measures of the Wo- 
burn Common Conneil.

the perils of delay in professional atten- 
dance and incidents of travel? Surely, 
when Woburn 
their names cannot be numbered by all 
the fingers of two hands there need be 
no lack of individual response to call, 
when calamity befalls a working man or 
woman. Is it because our doctors con- 
sider themselves lacking in skill to 
minister to necessities resulting from 
accident? Lacking in courage ?—or lack- 
ing in loyalty to their own profession ? 

True, many cases require immediate 
help rendered by best attainable skill 
in management of most excellent surgical 
upplianees, But is it creditable to 
Woburn doctors that such apathy exists 
that our city—where constantly recurring 
needs prevail—has no Hospital thus well 
equipped? From the patronage of the 
veople the doctors are evidently receiy- 
ing satisfactory returns for professional 
services—or there would be a taking 
down of signs and departures for other 
settlements. Physicians in 
nearer Boston have clamored amongst 
citizens aud patients for active effort in 
securing the erection and endowment of 
Hospitals. All honor to such as have 
given the subject the effective consider- 
ation that has removed the stigma of 
stinginess from the escutcheon of city 
and town. 

Is it stinginess—lack of magnanimous 
thought for others upon whom suffering 
and affliction has fallen that Woburn 
fails to build a Hospital for her own 
people? There is no city in the Common- 
wealth where better sites for location 
of a Hospital can be found. Few in the 
State where prevailing business so largely 
endangers the lives and limbs of 
wage-earners,

GETTING SQUARE. 


How a Cireus Attendant Got Even with a 
Cranky Skeleton, 

The general public is not acquaint 
ed with the manner in which some 
employees are hired for a circus. 
Bome of the situations in the “side 
show” are irkséme, and in order to 
retain the right man in a place he is 
hired with what is called a ‘“hoid 
back”—that is, he is to receive, for 
{nstance, fifty dollars a month sal- 
nry, but gets only fifteen dollars a 
month, the other thirty-five dollars 
being retained until the close of the 
circus season, when it is always paid 
to him in a lump. 

Messrs. Hagar and Henshaw, the 
managers of the “side show” of the 
Barnum cireus, have always had con 
siderable difficulty in getting a man 
to stay the season out and take care 
of the living skeleton, owing to the 
general ‘‘ctissedness” of all such | 
“freaks.” In tho case of the skele- 
ton he had to be carried to and from 
every performance, to meals, ete., in 
storm, rain and hot weather, and the 
attendant was compelled to bear all 
the grumblings and complaints of 
the skeleton with the added phases 
of ill temper and abuse. 

One season when the show closed 
and the attendant of theskeleton had 
received all the money due him for 
the season's work, including his 
‘hold back,” he felt as if he would 
like to square accounts with the skcl 
eton; so, after the last performance, 
taking the skeleton in his arms, be 
carried him, not. to the sleeping car 
but away off in the fields, and plac- 
ing him beside a fence left him there 
with the remark: ‘There! You have 
abused me all summer, and now, darn 
you, Tll get square. You can stay 
where you are until I come for you 
next season. 

After an hour or two the skeleton 
was missed, and all hands were sent 
in search for him, when at 4 o'clock 
in the morning he was found lying 
in the wet grass chilled to the mar- 
row, as it was an easy thing to chill 
him to the bone, owing to the ab- 
sence of flesh.—New York Tribune. 


Dangerous Bacteria, 

All bacteria feast upon organic 
matter, and develop in great num- 
bers in fermenting solutions of it. 
Their number is generally approxi 
mately proportional to the impur- 
ity, and therefore may represent the 
relative danger of potable waters. <A 
water that contains a large number 
of them should not be used for drink- 
ing without first being boiled. By 
boiling polluted water for half an 
hour all the infectious (but not the 
harmless) bacteria in it will be de- 
stroyed. Ifitis then filtered to re- 
move the vegetable substances, and 
aerated to render it potable such 
water can be used with perfect safety 
for drinking. 

Since the infectious bacteria are 
the agents of all filth diseases, it 
should be the aim in ail sanitary 
analysis of water to determine wheth 
er they have actual existence in the 
water, or, what answers the same 
purpose, to determine the conditions 
favorable for their development. 
Whenever a chemical analysis re- 
veals the presence of sewage in a 
water its use should be discontinued 
for drinking. — Engineering Magi 
zine. 


The Division of Salvage. 
When the engines of the big liner, 
the City of Paris, on her way from 
New York to Liverpool, broke down 


several hundred miles off the Irish 
coast on March 25, 1890, the little 


steamship Ohio, although unable, by 
reason of a shortage of coal, to tow 
the big ship into a harbor, stood by 
her for eleven hours, until the 
freighter Aldersgate, from Galveston 
to Liverpool, came along and made 
lines fast to tow her to Liverpool. 

In the award of salvage, amount 
ing to $40,500, the Ohio received $5 
000, although she had really rendered 
no aid. The balance was given to 
the owners and crew of the Alders- 
gate, the owners receiving $30, 
the crew $1,625, and the master $2, 
250.—New York Evening Sun.

Frank Buckland, when a surgeon in 
the Second Life guards, was one day 
called to attend to a trooper who had 
blown his brains out with a pistol. 
The man died, and some time after 
ward a belief in luck, either good or 
bad, prompted Buckland to inquire 
what had become of the weapon. 
The colonel showed him the firearm 
readily, but laughed when Buckland 
declared that he thought it would be 
best to destroy the fatal weapon. 
Nevertheless only a short time after 
Buckland was called to attend to the 
colonel’s servant, who had attempted 
to kill himself with the very same 
pistol.—London Tit-Bits. 


Making Lemonade,

served the most delicious lemonade I 
ever drank. I spoke of it the next 
day, and she told me it was made 
with freshly boiled water—the secret, 
she said, of thoroughly good lemon- 
ade,

informed me, ‘which insures success 
if I am making a quart or a gallon. 
For a quart I take the juice of three 
lemons, using the rind of one of them, 
I am careful to peel the rind very 
thin, getting just the yellow outside; 
this I cut into pieces and put with the 
juice and powdered sugar, of which 
I use two ounces to the quart, in a 
jug or jar with acoyer, When the

A Tiospital Where Patients with Infections 
Disenses Receive Visitors, 


The Southwestern Fever hospital | 
in London is conducted, as all such 
hospitals ought to be, with the two- | 


time treating the patient with every 
possible consideration, If the inno- | 
cent sufferer must be remoyed from 
home for the safety of the public he 
may preperly expect competent nurs- 
ing, suituble food and comfortable 
lodging. 

No such hospital should be con- 
nected, by even so much as proximity, 
with a workhouse or penitentiary, as 
is sometimes the case, 

In this hospital, surprising as it 
may seem, patients suffering from 
scarlet fever, diphtheria and typhoid 
fever are allowed to see visitors. 
Certain precautions must be observed 
of course, and if is worth while to 


minding of them in case of such dis- 
eases occurring in private homes 
would doubtless go far to prevent 


Visitors must be more than twenty- 
one years old. They must not be ad- 
mitted if in a weak state of health 
or in an exhausted condition, They 
should have eaten a good meal shor tly 
before entering. They are required 
to avoid touching the patient or ex- 
posing themselves to the emanations 
from his skin. On no account must 
they sit on the bed, but may occupy 
a chair at some little distance from 
the patient. 

They are required to wear wraps— 


—covering their garments while in 
the wards, and before leaving the 
hospital must wash their hands and | 
faces with carbolic soap and water, | 


tion as may be prescribed by the | 
medical superintendent. They are 
strongly urged not to enterany omni- | 
bus, street car or other public con- 
veyance immediately after leaving 
the hospital. 

Visitors are 
smallpox wards. 

It is a satisfaction to be assured | 
that with these precautions no harm 
has ever been known to result from 
visits to patients. 

The regulations of the hospital lay | 
great stress upon the thorough venti- | 
lation of the outside clothing of vis- | 
itors, and upon scrupulous personal | 
cleanliness on their part,—London 
Letter.

READING THE LAW. 


LESSON IX, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 26. 


Text of the Lesson, Neh. vill, 1-12—Meim- 
ory Verses, 5, 6—Golden Text, Ps. cxtx, 
18—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 
1. “And they spake unto Ezra, the scribe, 
to bring the book of the Law of Moses, 


| which the Lord had commanded to Israel.” 


The temple had been finished, and also 
the building of the wall, and though the 


| vity was large and houses and people few 


yet they would without further delay seek 
to worship the God of Israel according t« 
His law. The water gate was toward the 
east (ili, 26), and therefore near the temple, 
for the temple was at the east of the city, 
facing the Mount of Olives, Ezra was a 
ready scribe in the Law of Moses, for he 
had prepared his heart to seek and todo 
and to teach the Law of the Lord in Israel 
(Ez. vii, 6, 10). 

And Ezra, the priest, brought the Law 


before the congregation upon the first day 


” 


of the seventh month.” This was the rey 
ular day for the feast of trumpets (Ley. 
xxiii, 24), to be followed on the tenth day 
by the great atonement and on the fifteenth 
day by the feast of tabernacles (Ley. xxiii, 


27, 34). The priest was the messenger of 
the Lord of Hosts, keeping knowledge 


that the people might seek the Law at his 
mouth (Mal, ii, 7), and Ezra was by his ap- 
plication to the study of the Law qualified 
to teach the people. 

3. ‘‘And he read therein from the morn- 
ing until midday, and the ears of all the 
people were attentive unto the book of the 
Law.” I wonder how many of an audience 
he would have in our day at the end of the 
second or third hour, <A political speech 
or a concert or something of that sort is 
all right, even if it istwo hours long, but a 
sermon or a Bible reading must be within 
the limits of propriety, for too much of re 
ligion (as they say) is unendurable. One 
can read a novel a whole day, but a chap 
ter in the Bible is often more than enough, 

4. “And Ezra, the scribe, stood upon a 
pulpit of wood which they had made for 


the purpose,”’ Elevated above the people 
that all might see, as well as hear, he is 
supported by thirteen of his brethren, six 
on his right and seven on his left band, 
but [have no doubt that the Unseen One 
who said to Moses, ‘Certainly I will be 
with thee,’’ and to Joshua, ‘As I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee,’’ and to Gid- 
eon, “Surely I will be with thee” (Ex, iii, 
12, Josh. i, 5, Judy. vi, 16), was far more to 
Ezra than the brethren who were by his 
side. 

5. “And Ezra opened the book inthe sight 
of all the people (for he was above all the 
people), and when he opened it all the peo- 
ple stood up.”’ With great reverence he un- 
rolled the scroll of the Law, and with rey 


| erence the people stood up to hear what the 


Lord, their God, would say to them. Wedo 
not worship the Bible, but we worship Him 
who is therein revealed to us as our God 
and Saviour, and when we open our Bibles 
to read the words of the living God we 
should do so with great humility. 

6. “And Ezra blessed the Lord, the great 
God, and they bowed their heads and 
worshiped the Lord with their faces to 
the ground,”’ If they all meant it in their 
hearts, then it was true worship; but if 
any bowed the body only without bowing 
the heart before God, then He did not re- 


| gard it, for, though His eyes run to and fro 


throughout the whole earth to show Him- 
self strong on behalf of those whose hearts 
are perfect Coward Him (II Chron. xvi, 9), 
He looketh on the heart and not on the 
outward appearance (I Sam. xvi, 7). 

7. “And the Levites caused the people 
to understand the law.” Another thirteen 
are here mentioned who with the Levites 
caused the people to understand, ‘To read 
is good; to understand is better. After 
one of his discourses, in which Jesus had 
said that if one does not understand the 
word the wicked one catcheth it away, He 
asked the disciples, ‘Have ye understood 
all these things?” (Math, xiii, 19,51.) When 
Philip drew near to the the chariot of the 
Ethiopian cunuch his first question wa 
“Understandest thou what thou reades 
(Acts viii, 80.) If oneshould ask,**How can 


| I understand?” I should reply, “Through 


faith we understand” (Heb. xi, 8; iv, 2). 
Receive it unquestioningly, and thus un- 
derstand, 

8. “So they read in the book, in the Law 
of God, distinctly, and gave the sense, and 
caused them to understand the reading.” 
This is the best rule for good reading that 
I have ever seen, Legible writing and dis- 
tinct reading are two very helpful things. 
Moses and Habakkuk were told to write 
very plainly (Deut, xxvii, 8; Hab. ii, 2), 
and I believe the whole Bible to be a plain 
book for plain people who are willing to 
let the Holy Spirit be their teacher. 

9. ‘This day is holy unto the Lord, your 
God; mourn not nor weep.” The Law, 
which is holy and just and good, convinces 
us of sin and gives occasion to weep, but 
Jesus, who is the end of the law for right 
eousness to every one that believeth, 
teaches us when we receive Him not to 
weep, as well we might, because of our 
sin, but to rejoice in Him who became a 
curse for us, and is now our righteousness 
(Gal. iii, 18; Il Cor, v, 21; Rom, x, 4). The 
section of this chapter which follows our 
lesson brings before us the feast of taber 
nacles, and as atonement came between 
trumpets and tabernacles we seem face to 
face here with atonement and its results, 

10, ‘The joy of the Lord is your strength.” 
How passing wonderful is the grace of God, 
which not only takes away our sins, but 
wives us His joy to be our strength! He 
becomes our salvation, our strength and 
our song (Isa, xii, 2), so that it becomes us 
to say, “I will greatly rejoice in the Lord. 
My soul shall be joyful in my God, for He 
hath clothed me with the garments of sul- 
vation; He hath covered me with the robe 
of righteousness” (Isa, 1xi, 10), 

11. “So the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying, Hold your peace, for the day is 
holy; neither be ye grieved,” Stillness, 
peace, holiness, joy, all because of the 
love of God to usin the gift of His dear 
bon, Whether it be passover or pente 
cost or atonement, whatever the feast or 
the sacrifice, each and all speak of Hii, 
Apart from Him all is death, butin Him 
all is life and peace (1 John vy, 12; Eph, 
fi, 14). ‘ 

12. “Great mirth because they had un- 
derstood the words that were declarod 
unto them,”’ And they understood because 
they received them. It made Jesus #0 glud 
because His disciples received His words’ 
that He mentioned it to His Pather in His 
great prayer, saying, “I have given unto 
them the words which thou gavest me, and 
they have received them'’ (Jolp xvii, 6) 
It does seem to me thatif we but believe 
the hundredth part of what He says is ours 
in Him we would be overflowing with joy 
‘tis doubt and unbelief that causes sad 


| ness, but, as truly asit is written,l’he God

He could not count exactly how many 
he had killed in his life. 

“The last time I saw him was one 
day while the stage stopped to let 
the horses rest near Texas hill, on 
the Gila river, in 1872. His fame as 
a rvifle shot had spread all over the 
west, and the mention of his name 
filled the Apache's heart with fear 
and trembling. The passengers per 
suaded him to give an exhibition of 
his marksmanship, and he consented, 
He nailed a board up to the side of a 
little shanty and put 100 balls ata 
distance of 100 yards in the saine 
without the difference of a 
sixteenth of an inch in 100 shots. He 
then drove the nails far into the 
board with 10 more shots.

FILTHY LUCRE. 


Many Prefer a Dirty Note to a New One, 
Erpecinily In the West. 

The raid that was made on the 
treasury department for new notes 
and coins by the visitors in Wash- 
ington during the Grand Army en- 
campment and the 1,000,000 and 
more old torn bills which they left 
behind indicates what a rarity a 
crisp, new note is in the west. In 
Washington people have got to be 
quite fastidious about their money. 
That which is fresh and clean is 
right at their hand, and when a note 
begins to get a little soiled they do 
not care to handle it. Notes such as 
are regarded as in good condition in 
Chicago and other western cities 
would not circulate for a day in 
Washington. Pocketbooks are sel- 
dom used there except for small 
change, the correct thing being for 
those who have money to carry the 
new bills in an envelope without 
folding them, so as to preserve their 
newness, 

A Washington man going west can 
mark the stages of his progress by 
the changing condition of the money. 
In the cities of the far west it is bad 


enough, but in the country places 
and among the farmers generally 


after passing the Ohio a new note of 
small denomination is a thing almost 
unknown. Even in Minneapolis men 
from Washington who carried crisp 
$1 notes in the ‘‘oriyinal packages,” 
just as they came from the treasury, 


could not pass the money because it 
looked ‘too new to be good.” <A 


| good many of the street car condue 


tors refused to take the new notes, 
but a dirty bill, all patched and al- 
most free from design, was taken 


| without question as the proper thing. 
| It is said at the treasury department 


that comparatively little money 
comes in from the west for redemp 
tion. 
Great quantities of these notes 
don’t come back for redemption, and 
in the final run of years the govern- 
ment is much the gainer by it. The | 
trouble is that, while the treasury is 


always ready to destroy the old notes | 
! 
and give new ones in their place, 


there is no provision for transporta- 


| tion of the notes, and the amount of | 


express charges from a distance pre- 
vents their being sent in for redemp- 
tion, In 1882 congress made an ap 
propriation for the payment of such | 
express Charges, and for once the en- 
tire country got a new set of green 
backs.

For several years past prudent par 
ents, under the instruction of their 
physicians, have guarded their young 
children jealously against the indis- 
criminate kissing which was once in | 
vogue, lest those poisonous germs be | 
transmitted to the babies. It is a 
reasonable precaution, for undoubted- 
ly the danger exists, and as the germ 
theory of disease is more ger 1erally 
accepted peril of such contact is ap- 
preciated the more intelligently. 

If, then, there is a serious risk for 
children in careless kissing, say the 
preachers of sanitary science, it is a 
risk which older people must avoid 
also.

This chapter gives an account of the dis- 
cipline of Nehemiah in separating from 
Israel the mixed multitude, and in cleans 
ing Israel from all strangers with whom 
they had become entangled by marriage 
(verses 8, 80). 1t tells also of the discipline 
in reference to Sabbath desecration, which 
is our special lesson for the day; but before 
taking this up consider the dangers of be- 
ing entangled and hindered by a mixed 
multitude. When Israel left Egypt acom- 
pany of that kind went with them, and 
“used them much trouble (Mx, xii, 38; 
Num, xi, 4). Much trouble in the church 
today arises from the people who are half 
and half—the worldly church members 
who are neither one thing nor the ether, 

If any think that the restoration under 
Zerubbabel and the reformation of Ezra 
and Nehemiah fulfilled the prophecies con- 
cerning restoration, let them compare Isa, 
xiv, 1-3, with Neh, ix, 86,87, If any think 
that we are nowin the millennial age, or 
that the church with her present zeal will 
bring that age, let them be honest enough 
to believe what is written, and they will 
surely see that the Lord Himself must 
come for Israel’s restoration and to intro 
luce the millennial age (Ps. cii, 16; Acts 
lii, 19-21). 

15. “In those day saw Lin Judah some 
treading wine presses on the Sabbath.” 
Then he enumerates their other deeds of 
Sabbath breaking and says that he testi 
fled against them, TheSabbath was insti- 
tuted in Eden before ever sin entered this 
world, and when God wrote with His finger 
the Ten Commandments on two tablets of 
stone He said, ‘Remember the Sabbath 
day.” That man should give unto God 
one-seventh of his time is a law from the 
beginning and of perpetual obligation. 

16. “There dwelt men of Tyre also, who 
sold on the Sabbath unto the children of 
Judah, and in Jerusalem.” God gives 
His laws to Mis children because they are 
His children, He gave no laws to Israel 
until He had redeemed them from Egypt. 
No man can be saved by the deeds of the 
law, but only by the grace of God, but be 
ing saved through Jesus Christ, who is the 
end of the law for righteousness td every 
one that believeth, it is then, and only 
then, that the righteousness of the law 
can be fulfilled in us who walk not after r 
the flesh, but after the Spirit (Rom, iii, 20, 
24; x, 4; viii, 4). Those who know not 
God know no Sabbath, but the people of 
Judah should have shown the menof Tyre 
that they kept holy the Sabbath because 
of their God. There can be no trade with 
no buyers, and unless the people of Jern- 
salem had bought the men of Tyre had 
not sold, 

17. “Then I contended with the nobles of 
Judah and said unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do and profane the 
Sabbath day?’ In verse 11 we read that 
He contended with them becanse they had 
forsaken the house of God. The house of 
God was Israel’s center, and the laws of 
God their especial delight, if they were 
Israclites indeed; but they were prone to 
forsake His house and despise His word 
(II Chron, xxxvi, 16), and for this they went 
to Babylon. Now that they have returned 
from captivity and left their idols their 
hearts still wander from God and His laws. 
And so it was long after, in the days of 
Malachi, when they robbed God in tithes 
and offerings and said that it was vain to 
are God (Mal. iii, 8, 14). 

“Did not our fathers thus? Yet ye 
bug more wrath upon Israel by profaning 
the Sabbath.” Although judgment 
overtaken their fathers, yet they continue 
in the same sips, for not until the Ethio- 
pian can change his skin and the leopard 
his spots can those do good who are accus 
tomed to do evil (Jer, xiii, 28). “An empty 


man will get understanding when a wild 
ass’ colt is born a man” (Job xi, 12, R. V., 
margin). Nothing will make man what 


he ought to be, but a new heart, a birth 
from above, and this is a new creation ac 
complished by the word and the spirit of 
God, It is the gift of God (zek. xxxvi, 
26), and nothing can deprive one of it but 
refusal to receive. 


19, “And some of my servants set I at 


the gates, that there should be no burden | 


brought in on the Sabbath day.” There is 
such a thing as compelling law breakers to 
be obedient, and if our city rulers had the 
spirit of Nehemiah there would not be the 
Sabbath desecration which is increasingly 
and alarmingly prevalent in all our cities 
God will hold our rulers responsible forall 
that they can prevent of evil and do not. 
But to be personal, there are such com 
mands as these for believers, ‘‘Let us lay 
aside every weight and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us.’? ‘Let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit.” *‘Put off the old man, with his 
deeds” (Heb. xii, 1; II Cor. vii, 1; Col. iii, 
9). And these we are bound to obey if we 
would know in our daily life anything of 
the meaning of true Sabbath rest. 

20, “So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without 
once or twice.’ The perseverance of 
doers of evil ought to put to shame the fol 


the 


lowers of Jesus. Those who desire to do 
away with the Sabbath are ofttimes more 
united and persevering than those who 


bear the name of Jesus and ought to stand 
for His holy day. Oh, to be filled with 
the Spirit of God and have at heart the in 
teresta of His kingdom! 

21, ‘From that time forth came they no 


more on the Sabbath.”’ He testified against | 


them and threatened to lay hands on them; 
then they saw that he meant it, and de 
sisted, We live in the Nineteenth century, 
in the most advanced period of the world’s 
history, but where are the Nehemiahs, and 
the Daniels, and the men who have at 
heart above all things the honor and glory 


of God? ‘To come again to the topie of a 
little while ago—the Sabbath is the sou) | 
of a believer—we will not know it un- 


til we stand as decidedly 


as did Nehemiah aguinst these Sabbath 
breakers, 
22. ‘Remember me, O my God, con 


cerning this also, and spare me according 
to the greatness of Thy mercy.” The 
proper men Were set apart to see that the 
Sabbath should be sanctified, and they 
Were men ceremonially clean. We must be 
clean in heart and life if we would be of 
use to our Lord against evil and evildoers, 
Asto keeping His holy day, be sure that 
our own ways or pleasure or words are not 
in order on that day, but the whole day is 
for Him and Him only (sa, Iviii, 18,14), 
See how Nehemiah, after all his 
the service of God, takes refuge in the 
merey of God, By grace are we saved, in 
rrace we stand, and itis grace that shall 
x brought unto us at the revelation of 
Jesus Christ. Salvation from beginning 
to end is allof grace, but for our works 


we shall be rewarded if done unto Him |

A Coal Mine In China, 

The coal mines at Wang-san-shih 
are very interesting. There are here 
three seams of 24 feet, 3 feet and 14 
feet, which are at an angle of 50 de- 
grees, nearly due south. <A perpen- 
dicular shaft has been sunk 106 feet 
with no fault. The first 25 feet were 
through alluvium, thence through 
quartzite and a few bands of shale in 
quartzite. The shaft is being deep- 
ened at the rate of four inches per 
hour. Wang-sanshih is only three 
miles from the line of railway and 
six miles from the iron mines, In 
summer a creek comes within half a 
mile of the works, and it was up this 
that the heayy machinery 
brought to the mines by the follow- 
ing ingenious process: 

A raft drawing only an inch to the 
ton was constructed, and, the ma- 
chinery being shipped, was dragged 
up the creek till it grounded. Then 
a dam was built behind which caused 
it to float, and this was successively 
and successfully done until the ma- 
chinery was got to within a half a 
mile of the mines, Hand porterage 
took it the rest of the way.—Inven- 
tion. 


A Narrow Escape For Butler, 

It is not generally known that Oli- 
ver Stevens, the present district at- 
torney, once saved General Butler's 
life. It was at the Charleston con- 
vention, more than 30 years ago. 
General Butler’s course in the con- 
vention had been conspicuously bold 
and courageous, and his antagonism 
to certain elements had been notice- 
ably unrelenting.

ONE ENGINEER'S EXPERIENCES, 


Ho Has Killed Twenty-two Persons, but In 
Regarded as a Safe Man. 


“Lafayette Truman, engineer of the 
Erie train that ran into the castern 
Illinois train, bas killed 22 men,” said 
C. R. McCullough, a brother engineer 
of the Chicago and Erie road, at the 
Clifton, but,” he continued, “in no 
case was he to blame, and in every 
case he has been exonerated by the 
jury. Most of these killings wero at 
railroad crossings and in other similar 
accidents where the engineer could 
not be held responsible. He is only 
a young man, but I want to relate 
two experiences of his which show 
him to be possessed of a marvelous 
presence of mind. 

‘In October, 1890, he was engineer 
of a train that was dashing through 
burning forests near Lima, O., at the 
rate of 60 miles an hour. That night 
the sky was concealed by black storm 
clouds, and before the burning dis- 
trict was reached the darkness from 
the window of the cars seemed im- 
penetrable, Then, as the train pro- 
ceeded, the horizon became hazily 
red. Asthe train sped on nearer, the 
blood red clouds appeared to be tum- 
bling about tumultuously, asif it were 
a sea of fire buffeted by angry winds. 
At length the train seemingly plunged 
into the heart of this forest of fire. 

“There was a straight stretch of 
track continuing forseven miles. As 
the train dashed along, the fire sprang 
up in sheets from crackling, falling 
trees on either side, and above wasa 
canopy of shifting, eddying red smoke. 
Down the track, beyond the reach of 
the headlight, there was only a red 
blur. <A bridge spanning a deep river 
was ahead somewhere. Suddenly, 
immediately in front, Truman saw a 
shower of big sparks fly upward. In 
an instant he was reversing his en- 
gine, and the train was brought to a 
standstill just on the edge of the 
river. It had flashed over him when 
he saw the sparks that the bridge 
was burning, and that a spar had 
fallen, sending up as it went down a 
show of light. He saved the train 
and the lives of 800 passengers. There 
is not one engineer in a thousand who 
would have arrived at the conclusion 
so quickly that the additional transi- 
tory light was from the bridge burn- 
ing. They would have supposed it 
was an inconsequential part of the 
phenomena and plunged on to de- 
struction. 

“The other incident, while not sur- 
rounded by the popular herolike 
aspect lent by the forest fire and the 
run through it, was no less heroic 
and showed a far greater presence of 
mind. This was in Ohio, too, near 
Hepburn. His train this time was 
running at about the same rate, 60 
miles an hour, when the rods on each 
side of the engine broke, instantly 
killing the fireman and wrecking 
the cab. Truman, to save himself, 
jumped into the tender. And there 
he was isolated, as it were, the broken 
rods flying madly and beating deafen- 
ingly, and it was impossible for him 
to reach an airbrake with the train 
going at that speed. He is only a 
young man, but he did something 
then that many old engineers have 
since told me they would never have 
thought of. He got out his pocket 
knife and cut the hose, thereby ap 
plying the automatic brake, and suc- 
ceeded in stopping the train. Iwould 
rather ride behind that man,” con- 
cluded Mr, McCullough, ‘than any 
engineer in the United States.” —Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 

Peculiarities of Growing Trees. 

A tree has many peculiar charac 
teristics, and some of them puzzle 
the scientists, as well as the chemist 
who makes the analysis. When the 
leaves drop off or a twig withers and 
falls, they leave a small scar, which 
never disappears. A slight excres- 
cence is left to record the existence 
of the missing member—just as a 
man who loses a toe or finger never 
gets rid of the scar. There is some- 
times a tendency in trees of the ouk 
and maple species to send out from 
their young limbs more wood than 
they can support, and this causes 
contraction at the point of insertion 
or from where the stem starts out, 
and the fiber becomes sometimes 
twisted, so that it obstructs the flow 
of sap, The young limb in such in- 
stances withers and drops off, leaving 
all along the bough small excres- 
cences sufficiently large to account 
for the tapering of the portion of a 
branch where the death occurred.— 
Boston Transcript.

It has very clean shores, is 
high above the sea and can furnish 
3,500,000 gallons per day. * * * The 
report concludes: “So far as examina- 
tions have thus far been made, it would 
seem that the Great Pond at Andover 
is the only real available supply within 
a reasonable distance. This is, however, 
so far away that it seems too large a 
scheme for Melrose alone; but if Malden, 
Medford and Melrose could unite del 
this pond, there is no doubt but that 
an ample supply of excellent water can 
be obtained for the entire three town 
for many years to come.”

One lesson only has been assigned to us 
from this most marvelous book of the 
srovidence of God, a book in which, in the 
Poglish text, the name of God is not found, 
but which nevertheless is full of God from 
beginning to end, “Oh, blessed is he to 
whom is given the instinet that can tell 
that God is on the field when He is most 
fuvisible’ (Faber), 

The whole book tells how the people of 
God were delivered from death by a medi 
ator of the highest rank, who undertakes 
the greatest danger for them end is mys- 
teriously one of them, It is thought by 
some that Ahasuerus is sugyestive of the 
great king, Vashti of Israel, Esther of the 
church, Mordecai of Jesus, and Haman of 
satan, and that the whole book is a histor- 
feal and prophetic picture of the kingdom 
of God, illustrating the grace of God. 

10,11. “There is one law of his to put 
him to death, except such to whom the 


| king shall hold out the golden scepter that 


he may live.’’ Because of Haman’s hatred 
of Mordecai he had caused a decree to go 
forth throughout the whole empire that on 
a certain day all the people of Mordecai— 
that is, all the Jews—should be slain. Be- 
cause of this decree Mordecai went through 
the city, and even to the king’s gate, 
clothed in sackcloth, erying with a loud 
and bitter ery, Esther’s maids told her of 
it. Then she was grieved, for Mordecia was 
her 
own father and mother being dead (chap 
ter ii, 7), and sent Hatach to find out what 
it was and why it was (iv, 5), Mordecai 
then told Hatach the whole matter, and 


| sent a request to Esther that she go to the 


king and make request on behalf of her 
people, Isther sends word back to her 
cousin, Who had been a father to her, that 
she could not approach the king uncalled, 
except at the risk of her life.

Wonderful Work of Earthworms. 

Darwin, the great naturalist, gave 
it as his opinion that earthworms 
annually bring to the surface not 
less than 10 tons of dirt to every acre 
the earthover, This they do through 
swallowing earth for the sake of the 
vegetable matter it may contain, the 
rejected “casting” being the portion 
brought to the surface, because it is 
rendered unfit for further use by the 
action of the worm’s digestive fluids, 
Thus it will be seen that earthworms 
are the farmer's best friends, aiding in 
agricultural work by rendering the 
surface porous. Their work of con- 
stant perforating makes the soil 
highly pervious to rains, the tender 
stalks of plants, etc. They also cover 
up decaying vegetable matter that 
may be lying upon the surface and 
perform other services that are as 
yet unexplainable. 

The earth without worms would 
be like dough without yeast, cold, 
hard bound and void of fermenta- 
tion, and consequently sterile. This 
has been the case in many instances 
where the earthworms have been 
accidently or intentionally destroyed. 
In all such cases the lost fertility of 
the soil has been again restored as 
soon as the worms resumed their 
work of fertilization.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

TO IMPROVE HIGHWAYS 


Hon. Elihu B. Hayes, Mayor of 
Lynn, has drafted a bill in the interests 
of better roads in this State which is 
practical, liberal, and ought to become 
an law. It will soon go before the 
Legislative Committee on Roads and 
Bridges where, itis fair to presume, 
it will receive favorable consideration.

The “Drunk Law.” 


The Massachusetts Prison Association 
has sent to the Judiciary Committee a 
statement relative to the operation of 
the “Drunk law.” 

The opponents of the present law in 
relation to drunkenness, it says, lay 
much stress upon the fact that there 
has been an increase in the number of 
arrests. for drunkenness since it went 
into effect, in July, 1891. In the popular 
mind, an inerease in the number of 
arrests for drunkenness indicates a 
corresponding inerease in drunkenness. 
Those who are familiar with the methods 
of dealing with this class of offenders 
know that this is not: necessarily true, 
* * . 

Police testimony shows that the officers 


arrest more freely than under the old 
law, because they are sure that in a 
large percentage of the cases the 


*_* * 


prisoners will be released. 

There is an impression that nearly all 
those who are arrested for drunkenness 
under the present law escape all punish- 


}ment. This is far from true. The 
junderlying principle of the present 
law is discrimination. It reeognizes a 
| difference between being drunk and 
being a drunkard. It aims to ascertain 


to which class each indiyidual belongs. 
Its system of investigations and reeords 
has this purpose, and it has succeeded 
far beyond the 
friends, 

It is said that under this 
“rounders” sometimes escape punish- 
ment by lying. But under the old law 
only forty in each thousand arrested for 
drunkenness were convicted of being 
“rounders” and sentenced as such. All 
the others were convicted of “simple 
drunks,” though thousands of them were 
known to be old offender x Hw

Tlow Asbestus Is Mined. 

The uses to which asbestus is ap- 
plied are so varied that the mining 
of the mineral has become quite an 
extensive industry. In the majority 
of mines the stone is blasted out, ma 
chine drills being used to bore the 
blast holes. The crude asbestus in 
the most modern plants is carried up 
an inclined railway toa stone crusher, 
where it is broken with the adhering 
rock into pieces not much over 1} 
inches in size. From the crusher the 
ore drops on an inclined sieve, which 
is shaken continually by suitable 
machinery, the loose fiber and dust 


going directly to the cleaning and} 


grading machines, while the larger 
pieces are dropped on a reyolying 
table, where the worthless rock is 
removed by hand. 

The larger pieces are still further 
crushed and sorted, the object being 
to procure a clean fiber free from 
dirt. The chief difficulty in this 
method of preparing the material 
hes in the fact that if asbestus is

It Will Benefit Our City, 


The day is close at hand when a per- | 
son can step aboard an electric street | 
car at North Woburn and be carried by 
the same mode of conveyance to Scolley 
Square in Boston for the small sum of 
15 cents. 

The Medford city authorities have 
granted the prayer of the West End 
Company for certain privileges in rela- 
tion to running electric cars on condi- 
tion that the company at once change 
from horses to electricity and give 
Medford a 5-cent fare to Boston. These 
conditions the Company have aecepted 
and in a short time the Winter Hill ears 
will run to Medford Square, from which 


point to Scolley Square passengers can 
ride for 5 cents. 
It is safe to say that horses will be 


discarded and electricity employed by 
the North Woburn Company this season | 
(early in the season, it 1s oped), and 
when that is done there will be a con. | 
tinuous electric line from North Woburn 
via Woburn Centre, Winchester, Medford 
Square, Somerville, and Charlestown, to 
Scolley Square in Boston, a distance of 
nearly 13 miles, which will be covered 
in about an hour and the fare will be 
only 15 cents. The consummation of 
these plans will prove a boon to Wo- 
burn and all the surrounding country. 

To the energy, foresight and capital 
of Mr. Amos F. Breed of Lynn, late 
President and principal owner of the} 
Boston & Lynn Street Railroad, are the 
people of Woburn indebted for superior 
street railroad facilities. Five or six 
yeurs ago le came over here and con- 
trary to the advice of his friends bought 
out the old North Woburn horse ear 
company which had only an apology for 


a road, extended it to Winchester, re- 
railed and equipped it in first-class 
order and set it to going. It was the 
belief of the best men here that the | 
line could never be made to ex- | 


may 

penses, much less dividends, Mr. Breed | 
contended differently and how was it? 
Phe first year the road paid 4 percent; 
the second, 6 percent; and it would 
today be yielding full 8 percent net but 
for the Medford handicap, whieh greatly | 
increases the running expenses with | 
no corresponding returns, 

What is the total of Mr. Breed’s 
pluck, enterprise and money, and what 
has he done for Woburn, Winchester 
and Medford? The answer may be 
found above—a continuous line of street 
railroad from No. Woburn to Boston, 
handsomely equipped, soon to run by 
electricity from end to end, and a fare | 
of only 15 cents! This, with other 
electric street railroads now and soon 
to be built, a l-cent-a-mile fare on the 
steam roads everywhere within the 
limits ot “Greater Boston'’—that is, 
within 10 miles of the Hub—is sure to 
come, and at no distant day. And the 
steam roads will make money by it.

An Act to Improve the Highways 
OF THE COMMONWEALTH AND TO 


AID TOWNS IN THE CONSTRUC- 
TION AND MAINTENANCE 
OF BETTER KOADS. 


Upon the application of the County Com- 
missioners of any county to the Governor 
and Council, there shall be furnished, at 
the expense of the Commoowealth, one or 
more steam rollers, portable stone crushers 
and such other road machines as the Gov- 
ernor and Council may deem necessary and 
best adapted to the making of good roads 
in the respective localities, 

Such machines shall remain the property 
of the Commonwealth and be managed and 
maintained under the direction of the 
County Commissioners, 

The County Commissioners shall engage 
competent engineers and skilled mechanics 
to vperate said machines, who shall be paid 
from the county treasury sums for each 
day's actual service as the County Commis- 
sionera way determine.

OBITUARY, 


Mrs. Doncas Honny Wurrren, relict of the late 
Robert Whitten, died at the residence of her son, 
Mr, Henry Whitten, in this town, at 11.45 Saturday 
bight, March 25, after un illness of only afew days 

The deceased was of sterling New England an 
cestry, and although born and reared # Quaker, op 
her mother’s side she was of pure Puritan blood. 
She was born at Winslow, Maine, on June 9, 
1505, and was therefore 87 years, ® months, and 14 
days old on the day of her death. She was the 
daughter of Peletiah and Surah (Hobby) Varney, 
who were members of the Society of Friends in 
Vussalboro, Her mother was the daughter of 
Remington Hobby, who married Anstrice Gardiner 
of Boston and removed to the sparsely settled 
bunks of the Kennebec in Maine at an early day, 
where both lived, died and were buried. Reming 
ton Lobby was the son of Rev, Willlam Hobby, u 
noted divine, who, after graduating from Harvard 
College, was settled over the First Parish of Read 
jug, Mass., (now Wakefield), in 1783, and remained 
its pastor until his death in 1766, His father was a 
cousin of the Cotton Mather, the famous Boston 
minister, and was himself but little less iustrious in 
his day aud generation, He was frequently associated 
with Jonathan Edwards in settling churel mutters 
and was his friend and champion through life; he 
became noted for his defense of Rey, George White 
field, English founder of the Calyinisthe Methodists 
and eloquent pulpit orator; and was a prolifie 
pamphletecr, as the archives of the New England 
Historical aud Geneological Society prove, An 
ancient gravestone inthe Wakefleld cemetery, often 
visited by the deceased, records some of the many 
virtues of this eminent man—the maternal ureat. 
grandfather of the subject of this notice. 

Tho Hobbys came to this country at an early 
period in its history, settled in Boston, and some of 
their names may still be read on old tombstones in 
Copp's Hill Burying Ground, 

Mr. and Mrs Whitten came to Winchester many 
years ago; subsequently removed to Roxbury 
where Mr. Whitten died. After the death of her 
husband Mrs. Whitten came back to Winchester 
and bus made her home in the family of her son 
here ever since, 

Mrs. Whitten was universally esteemed, and her 
list of warm friends was honorable to her many rare 
qualities of head and heart, She was amiable; kind, 
charitable towards the faults of others, of cheerful 
temperament, and held in the highest respect by wll 
who kuew her, 

The deceased left two sons—Mr, Charles Whitten 
of Boston, and Mr, Henry Whitten of Winchester

RESURRECTION. | 


LESSON I, SECOND QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 2. 


Text of the Lesson, Math, xxvill, 1-10. 
Memory Verses, 6, 7—Golden Text, 
I Cor. xv, 20 (Easter Lesson)—Com- 


mentary by the Rey. D. M. Stearns, 


As we are to have but four lessons in the 
book of Job it seems a pity to lose one of 
them; but it seems best for many reasons 
to choose the Master lesson, as resurrection 
isthe consummation of the work of re- 
demption, and for it the enlightened be- 
liever must most ardently look and long. 
One word as to Job and his story, He was 
as real a person as Noah or Daniel, See 
Ezek. xiv, 14, 20, and Jas, v, 11, The open- 
ing chapters teach the personalty of the 
devil and his hatred of the righteous, and 
also that he cannot lay a finger upon the 
righteous without God’s permission, 

Math, xxviii, 1, ‘In the end of the Sab- 
bath, as it began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week, came Mary Magdalene 
and the other Maury to see the sepulcher,”’ 
The great atonement had been made; the 
sacrifice had been offered which was typi- 
fied in the burnt offerings which Job of- 
fered for his children (Job i, 5), and in all 
sacrifices from the days of Adam. God 
had made Him to be sin for us who knew 
ho sin that we might be made the right- 
rousness of God in Him (II Cor, v, 21), He 
had suffered the just for the unjust—made 
n curse for us (I Pet, iii, 18: Gal, iii, 18), 
And now, having madefull and complete 
satisfaction for the sins of the whole world, 
He had, according to His own word, been 
three days in the tomb as to His body 
(Math, xvi, 21; xvii, 28; xx, 19), But He 
had said that He would rise again the third 
day, and if these loving women had been 
out and out believers they would not have 
gone to the tomb looking for His body, 
Mary of Bethany, who anointed Him be- 
forehand for his burial, was the only one 
who seemed to understand His words, 

2, “And, behold, there was a great earth- 
quake, for the angel of the Lord descended 
from heaven end came and rolled back 
the stone from the door and sat upon it.’ 
When He died the earth did quake and the 
rocks rent (xxvii, 51); when the law was 
given at Sinai the whole mount quaked 
greatly (Ex. xix, 18), and when he shall 
come again it is written, “Yet once more I 
shake not the earth only, but also heaven, 
that those things which cannot be shaken 
may remain” (IHeb, xii, 26,27). In Mark 
xvi, 8, 4, it is said that the women wondered 
who would roll the stone away, but when 
they got to the tomb they found the stone 
rolled away. 

3. “His countenance was like lightning 
and his raiment white as snow.’? When 
Jesus was transfigured His face did shine 
as the sun, and His raiment was white as 
the light (Math. xvii, 2). In our resurrec- 
tion bodies we shall be like Him, for 
“Then shall the righteous shine forth as 
the sun in the kingdom of their Father” 
(xiji, 48), Then shall we understand the 
glory of Adam and Eve before they fell, 
and what it was they lost which they tried 
vainly to replace by fig leaf aprons, God 
is clothed with light (Ps. civ, 2), and man 
made in the image of God must have been 
clothed with light. 

4. ‘And for fear of him the keepers did 
shake and became as dead men.’’ When 
the light from heaven fell upon Saul and 
his companions they were afraid (Acts xxii, 
9), Holy Daniel says that all bis comeli- 
ness was turned to corruption, and the 
men who were with him fled to hide them- 
selves (Dan. x, 7,8). Job says that the 
sight of God made him to loathe himself 
and repent in dust and ashes (Job xlii, 6). 
When Jesus shall come in His glory there 
will be a great cry on the part of all classes 
of the ungodly to the rocks and mountains 
to fallon them and hide them from the 
face of the Lamb whom they have rejected 
(Rey. vi, 15, 16). 

5. “And the angel answered and said 
unto the women, Fear not ye, for I know 
that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified.” 
While unbelievers may well be afraid and 
treneble, there is nothing but comfort for 
the feeblest one who honestly seeks a once 
crucified Jesus, Theone that cometh shall 
be in nowise (under no consideration) cast 
out (John vi, 87), ‘Come unto me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest’’ (Math. xi, 28), Make astudy 
of the ‘fear nots’’ from Gen. xv, 1, to Rey. 
i, 17, and surely your heart will say: “The 
Lord is my lightand my salvation. Whom 
shall I fear?” 

6, ‘He is not here, for He is risen as He 
said, Come, see the place where the Lord 
lay.”” It always has been and always will 
be just as He has said. Why did they not 
believe His word? Why do we not believe 
His word? All prophecy that has been 
fulfilled has been fulfilled to the very let- 
ter—not in any figurative sense, but liter- 
ally and exactly. And so shall it be with 
the yet unfulfilled. 

7. “And go quickly and tell His disciples 
that He is risen from the dead.”’ If Christ 
be not risen we are yet in our sins, and our 
faith is vain (I Cor. xv, 17), but He is risen, 
and ‘‘There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them that are in Christ Jesus” 
(Rom, viii, 1, 84), The work laid upon all 
such is to “Go quickly and tell” to the 
ends of the earth. The question from 
Heaven is, ‘Whom shall I send, and who 
will go for us?’ Let our answer be, ‘Here 
am I; send me” (Isa. vi, 8), 

8. “And they departed quickly from the 
sepulcher with fear and great joy, and did 
run to bring His disciples word.”” There 
is a fear that is not inconsistent with great 
joy. Weare, being saved, to work out our 
salvation with fear and trembling (Phil. 
ii, 12), evidently in no sense a fear of losing 
our salvation, but a fear lest we grieve 
such a Saviour and dishonor His holy 
uname, The fear of these women was prob- 
ably an awe at what had happened, and 
they were full of joy because He whom 
they sought was alive. 

9 “And as they went to tell His disci 
ples, behold, Jesus met them, saying, All 
hail, And they came and held Him by the 
feet and worshiped Him.” A little earlier 
on this day He refused to allow Mary Mag- 
dalene to touch Him because He had not 
then ascended, so that between the meet- 
ing with her and with these women he 
must have ascended and returned, as no 
doubt He did, many times during those 
forty days before His last and visible as 
cension till He shall come again, 

10, ‘Then said Jesus unto them, Be not 
afraid; go tell my brethren that they go 
into Galilee, and there shall they see me,” 
Another “fear not,’ and this time from 
Jesus Himself, See His unchanging love 
to those disciples. Although Peter had 
denied Him, and all had forsaken Him, 
yet He says “my brethren,” and the mes- 
sage through Mary Magdalene is, “Say 
unto them, I ascend unto My Father and 
your Father, and to My God and your God 
(John xx, 17), And, according to Mark, 
xvi, 7, there is a special mebsage to Peter, 
the one who denied Him, Our risen and 
exalted Jesus is today the very same 
Jesus, and whom He loves He loves to 
the end (Jobn xiii, 1).
